ELECTORS OPPOSE CLEVELAND. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Sept. 14.—The political 
situation in Alabama this year is as complex 
and perplexing as one ever finds. The various 
parties are split up into factions, and in order 
that a reasonably clear view of the existing 
conditions may be given it might be well to 
rehearse a little ancient history. The Demo- 
crats are in a wrangle and have two parties 
within themselves. Two years ago Kolb was 
a candidate for Governor before the Demo- 
cratic State convention. He was defeated 
for the nomination. This year his 
candidacy was renewed. The convention 
was against him because he was tinctured 
with third-partyism. Kolb bolted the conven- 
tion and was indorsed by the People’s party. 
On thé face of the returns he was beaten by 
Jones, the regular Democratic nominee, by 
from 8,000 to 10,000 majority. There is a 
- faint suspicion that the returning boards in 
the counties known as the Black Belt got 
in their work in Jones’ interest. The People’s 
party to a man swear that Kolb was elected 
by from 20,000 to 40,000 majority. They are 
‘hopping mad and now endeavor to make a 
coalition with the Republicans, so as to take 
the Electoral vote of the State away from the 
Democrats. 

But right here comes a serious trouble—the 
Republicans are not dwelling in peace and 
harmony. Their disagreement is of old 


standing and it will be remembered that con- 


tests came from many of the Congressional 
distriets in Alabama and over the delegates- 
at-large to the Minneapolis convention, one 
faction headed by Mr. Mosley and the other 
by Mr. Stevens. The Mosley party is in con- 
trol to a great extent of the Federal patronage 
in Alabama and uaturally had considerable 
strength. The fight over these contested seats 
before the Committee on Credentials of the 
National convention was an extremely acriin- 


, onious one. The Mosley delegates-at-large 
were seated, but the Stevens party was main- 


tained in its claim to the district delegates. 
: Both Set U p Headquarters. 

So both parties returned to Alabama and 
set up their own shops. Each organized a 
State Central committee and rented headquar- 
ters. The Kolbites, or Jeffersonian Demo- 
crats as they are termed, are desirous of form- 
ing a coalition with the Republicans, giving a 
few Congressmen in return for their Electoral 
ticket. The trouble seems to be that they do 
not know whether to trade with Mosley and 
his party or with the Stevens faction, both 
claiming to be the regular Republican organi- 

- gation of the State. 

There will be three or four conventions here 
tomorrow. The Kolbites are already on the 
ground making propositions of various char- 
acters. They want the warring Republican 
factions to-settle up their differences, reorgan- 
ize or consolidate their committees, and as- 
sist them in carrying the State for the Peo- 
ple’s party. Committees of consultation and 
advize are as plentiful as blackberries and up 
to early evening the settlement appeared to 
be as far from a possibility as ever. 

Gen. James B. Weaver and Mrs. Lease were 
here yesterday and went up to Huntsville, where 
they will enthuse the masses. Tomorrow they 
will return to Birmingham and address the 
Kolb convention. The occasion is made the 
more noteworthy by the presence in the city 
of Chris Magee of the Republican National 
committee. He visits Alabama at tbis time 

to effect if possible the fusion between the 
Kolbites and the Kepublicans.

The Democrats Are Alarmed. 

The Democrats are much alarmed over the 
outlook and are doing all in their power to 
prevent the fusion.

Today there shall be much of trickery, jugglery. 
and scheming among the politicians gathered 
here and tomorrow shall we see the result—bare 
and naked and unhandsome.

Weaver is a joke in 
politics. Nobody cares anything about him. No- 
body takes him seriously.

FEARS FOR THE YACHT GRYPHON. 


It Sailed from Grand Haven in a Gale and 
Has Not Been Heard Of Since. 

After a search over the lakes of thirteen 

hours for the disabled steam yacht Gryphon, 

the tug Hall returned at 11:30 last night with- 


lines they announced a set of rules for dealing 
with cholera which are rigid and sweeping in 
their character. 

The following are the rules: 

Rule 1. That this conference recommends that 
every immigrant passenger before being allowed 
to land at any port of or to cross the borders into 
the United States—shall obtain a certificate from 
tbe health officer of the port or point of entry, or 
from a sanitary inspector of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service, where the service has 
charge of quarantine and disinfection,or the same 
certificate from the quarantine officer at Grosse 
Isle, setting forth the name of such immigrant, 
whence emigrated, name and port of clearance 
of vessel and the date of arrival at port of entry, 
the fact of the existence or non-existence of any 
infectious disease on said ship, the period of de- 
tention therefor at quarantine, local destination 
of the immigrant in any State or Territory of the 
United States, and further certifying that he or 
she is free from any danger of conveying the con- 
tagion of Asiatic cholera or smalipox in person, 
and effects and belongings have been subjected to 
approved processes of disinfection before béing 
allowed to enter into the United States. 

Rule 2. That a certificate of disinfection as 
required in Rule 1, signed by the official under 
whose charge the work of inspection and disin- 
fection has been performed and giving name of 
owner and date of issue, shall be conspicuously 
attached to each piere of baggage of such emi- 
grant. 

For the Railroads, 

Rule 3. That any railway or transportation 
company accepting immigrants for transporta- 
tion through the territories represented in this 
conference who are not provided by the certifi- 
cates described in Rule 1 or whose baggage does 
not bear the certificate provided for in Rule 2 
shall be subject to the quarantine rules of the 
States represented in this conference and to any 
detention at the borders or within the territory 
of such States for such thoroughness of insvec- 
tion as the authorities of each State may deem 
necessary. 

Rule 4. That immigrant passengers, if not con- 
veyed in separate trains exclusively devoted to 
such service, shall be transported when practica- 
ble in separate cars, to which access shall be de- 
nied to other passengers, and the disinfected bag- 
gage other than hand baggage carried by them 
of such immigrant, shall not be accessible to 
them until they have arrived at their respective 
destinations, and similar precautions shall be ob- 
served in the transportation of immigrants by 
water. 

Rule 5. That railroad or other transportation 
companies carrying such immigrants shall tele- 
graph to the Secretaries of the State Boards of 
Health, or designated health authorities at the 
distributing points, advising them of time of ar- 
rival of such immigrants, and in time sufficient 
to allow of the trains being met by inspectors, 
and also shall telegraph notice of any sickness 
among such immigrants to said authorities. 

Rule 6. That the requirements set forth in Rules 
1 and 2shall apply to passengers of any class ar- 
riving on a vessel affected with Asiatic cholera or 
smallpox. ; 

Opposed to Rule 4, 

Allof the above regulations were agreed to 
by the railroads with the exception of Rule 4. 
This, in its original form, was made the sub- 
ject of an opposition from the railroads which 
for a time caused the joint conference to re- 
semble a political caucus. The rule as it now 
stands is a modification adopted by the boards 
after the railroad men had withdrawn, and it 
will have to be accepted by the latter. 

When the conference was called to order at 
2 o’clock forty people were in the room. The 
State Board of Health was represented by Dr. 
W. A. Haskell, Dr. Ludlam, Dr. A. L. Clark, 
Dr. Bill Griffith, Dr. D. H. Williams, and the 
Secretary; Dr. F. W. Reilly. From the sur- 
rounding States there were present Dr. C. N. 
Hewitt, Secretary of the State Board of 
Minnesota, Dr. C. A. Probst, Dr. R. C. 
Atkinson, and Dr, D. J. F. Reeve, Secretaries 
respectively of the State Health Boards of 
Ohio, Missouri, and Wisconsin, and Dr, 
William Baily, Dr. Delos Fall, and 
Dr. J. C. Schrader, representing the Boards 
of Kentucky, Michigan, and Iowa. Indiana 
sent no representative to the conference and the 
fact was commented on severely. Among the 
railroad men who attended were C. B. Gor- 
ham, General Superintendent of the Nickel 
Plate, J. D. Bessler, Superintendent of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, A. J. Earl- 
ing of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
H. F. Royce of the Chicago,. Rock Island and 
Pacific, O. J. Price, chief surgeon of the Chi- 
eago and Alton, J. M. Whitman, General 
Manager of the Chicago and Northwestern, R. 
B. Campbell, Superintendent of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, Charles Watts of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago, F. A. Howe, 
General Agent of the Grand Trunk, and Chief 
Surgeon Davis of the Monon route. 

Dr. Haskell, in a brief speech, explained to 
the railroad men that the object of the con fer- 
ence was simply to get the latter’s views. 

Dr. Hewitt read the rules. The first one 
sent tne railroaders into a corner of the room, 
where they whispered for five minutes. They 
then announced that they were willing to co- 
operate with the authorities, but began ask- 
ing questions and relating railroad dif- 
culties in the way of enforcing the 
rules. Supt. Campbell of the Balti- 
more and Ohio wanted immigrants 
defined. He said immigrants were turned 
loose in New York without certificates to go 
wherever they pleased. His road could see to 
it that immigrants arriving in Baltimore or 
Philadelphia were furnished with proper pa- 
pers, but he didn’t see how his road could dis- 
criminate in New York between actual resi- 
dents and immigrants. 


Trouble in New York. 


Supt. Gorham of the Nickel Plate said his 
company couldn’t control immigrant business 
from New York. The road was supplied by 
four others leading from New York City. He 
was willing to comply with the rule, but lots 
of immigrants were dumped in New York and 
forwarded by labor contractors, and other 
roads would have to be notified. 

Several other railroad men asserted that the 
quarantine authorities did hot grant certifi- 
cates in New York. Dr. Fall of Michigan 
said this was not so. Dr. Hewitt said the as- 
sertion was nonsense. The authorities at 
Ellis Island would hold immigrants until they 
were furnished with certificates. 

**Suppose emigrants get started west, how 


had not equipment enough to obey the rule 
literally, and finally Dr. D. J. F. Reeve of- 
fered this substitute for the rule: 

That where immigrauts are not in sufficient 
numbers to be conveyed, in special cars exclu- 
sively devoted to such sebvice they may be carried 
in cars with other passengers if they are provided 
with certificates as per Rules 1 and 2. Their 
baggage, except ordinary hand baggage usually 
carried by immigrants, shall be kept in such loca- 
tion that they cannot obtain access to it until it 
has reached its destination. 

A vote was started on this but Superintend- 
ent Gorham stopped the ballot and reopened 
the discussion. The talk that followed brought 
up again the assertion that quarantine author- 
ities in New York would not issue certificates. 
Charles Watts of the Fort Wayne road read 
a dispatch from Pennsylvania officials in New 
York to this effect. He was interrupted by 
Inspector Hayt of the Chicago Healtn Bureau, 
who produced this dispatch received that 
moment: 

ELLIS ISLAND. N. V., Sept. 14.— Dr. John D. 
Ware: The following is the form of certificates 
issued by me to satisfy requirements of State 
Boards of Health: “I hereby certify that immi- 
grant ———— landed this day from steamship 
—— has been under the observation of the 
——— to determine that he has not the germ of 
cholera in the system, and that all personal ef- 
fects and belongings have been subjected by them 
to such disinfection as they deemed sufficient.“ 

! W. A. WHEELER, 
surgeon United States Marine, 

Mr. Watts explamed that his dispatch was 
an old one. 

Finally the railroad companies voted to 
adopt the Reeve’s substitute for Rule 4. 

Dr. Hewitt said the substitute wouldn’t do 
and, with nis colleagues, sent the rule back to 
the board conference. 

The remaining rules were not of interest to 
the railroad companies, and the representa- 
tives retired from the room. The health offi- 
cers immediately went into conference. The 
following resolutions were adopted unani- 
mously: 

Resolved, That we recognize and appreciate the 
value of the certificates which have been given by 
quarantine officials certifying to the health of im- 
migrants destined for the interior of the country, 
and that we tender our thanks to the officials who 
have given such certificates. 

Resolved, That in view of the desirability of the 
extension of this work we respectfully but urgently 
request the Secretary of the Treasury through the 
Marine Hospital service, the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion, or other competent national authority, to 
supplement the work that has been done or that 
may be done by quarantine officers in such way as 
to provide that all immigrants entering the United 
Scates at any point where such certificates are not 
satisfactory competent quarantine officials be 
furnished with certificates under national author- 
ity covering the several points which have been 
recommended by this conference. 

Rule 4 as it appears above was then adopted 
after a brief discussion. The doctors consid- 
ered it broad enough f secure the isolation of 
immigrants and remarked that the railroad 
company would have to accept it whether they 
iked it or not. The rules will go into effect 
Sept. 20. 

Before the conference adjourned Dr. Probst 
received a telegram from the Ohio State 
Board of Health, denying dispatches that ten 
cases of cholera were quarantined at Ada, O. 

Inspector Hayt remained at the conference 
until it closed. He said to the representatives 
of health boards in the Western States that an 
arrangement could be made to reinspect im- 
migrants reaching this city who were bound 
West, and also that their baggage could be re- 
disinfected and a certificate to this effect is- 
sued by the authorities. Mr. Hayt told a re- 
porter he would try and have blanks struck 
off last night. 


STATEMENT OF THE ILLINOIS BOARD. 


Cholera in New York Not Cause for Present 
Alarm in Chicago, 

Dr. B. M. Griffin, Chairman of the Illinois 

Board of Health, and Dr. F. W. Reilly, Secre- 


} tary, were in communication with tne New 


York health officials until a late hour last 
night. As a result of the information obtained 
the following statement was authorized: 

While the intelligence of five deaths from 
Asiastic cholera among residents—not immigrants 
—of New York City one of these eight days ago 
was a most unpleasant surprise to Western health 
officials, still there is nothing in the situation to 
cause, panic or even excitement. The delay in ad- 
mitting the existence of the disease was natural, 
but it does not appear that any precau- 
tion has been negiected on this ac- 
count. From the first suspicion the cases 
have been treated as though it was known that 
they were genuine cholera. Premises have been 
disinfected, inmates kept under strict surveil- 
lance, and the most rigid care has been exercised. 
In its own interests New York cannot afford to 
have any spread from these cases nor from others 
which may be now reasonably anticipated before 
the advent of cold weather. As to any immedi- 
ate danger to the country from these sporadic 
cases there are these facts to be considered: 

1. The cases have occurred among a class of 
people not likely to start an exodus from the lo- 
calities and so to spread the infection. 

2. As already recited, reliance may be placed on 
the natural interest of New York to make every 
effort to prevent any spread. 

3. Every day brings us nearer the season when 
cholera, at least in this country, is checked by 
low temperature. 

4. The history of the disease on this continent 
shows that while it has repeatedly effected a 
foothold on the mainland in the fall of the year 
it has never been until repeated introductions 
that it has spread as an epidemic. In the epi- 
demic of 1854 it took eighteen months after the 
first cases on the mainland to effect a lodgment 
and become epidemic. 

5. The sanitary defenses of the country were 
never so well organized to battle with and sup- 
press an epidemic of any preventable disease. 

The practical deduction from these considera- 
tions is that, as already said, there is no occasion 
for even excitement. What remains, as the lesson 
of the situation, is that every community and 
commonwealth should realize in practical effort 
that its immunity from the cholera. as from other 
preventable disease, rests with itself. It must 
work out its own salvation and not rely 
upon any vicarious protection of quaran- 
tine. Every source of filth, of  pollu- 
tion of water, soil, or air, must receive prompt 
and effective attention, and not only must munic- 
ipalities exert themselves but every householder

DALTON BOYS CAGED AT LAST. 


Four of Them, for Whom a Reward of 
$22,000 Is Offered, Under Arrest. 

Demrina, N. M., Sept. 14.—A capture long to 
be remembered in criminal history was ef- 
fected here last night—none other than that 
of four of the members of the notorious Dal- 
ton gang of train, robbers. Deputy Marshal 
Sam Williams of the Paris court has under 
guard Bob Dalton, the leader of the gang, 
Grant Dalton, Amy Dalton, Sam Wingo, and 
„Three Fingered Jack.“ Williams was aided 
in the capture by a citizens’ posse. Shortly 
after the last raid by the outlaws, which 
occurred at Adele, L. TT, . duly 
14, Williams started in pursuit 
of the desperadoes.

HEAVY INCREASE IN THE CAPITAL STOCK

BACTERIOLOGISTS’ REPORT. 


Two Deaths on a Tank Steamer; New 
Case on Scandia. 


ONE SHIP MAY BE SENT BACK, 


New York, Sept. 14. — [Special.] — The 
Health Board admitted officially today that 
Asiatic cholera has made its appearance in 
this city. While the board has been issuing 
daily bulletins declaring there was not a 
single case in New York it bas had genuine 
cases under surveillance and has been investi- _ 
gating deaths which it now admits were be- 
yond doubt caused by Asiatic cholera. 

The first death occurred eight days ago. 
There have been three since which, with the 
first, are proven by biological examination to 
have been caused by Asiatic cholera. Bacte- 
riologists Biggs and Dunham are now making — 
a microscopical search for the deadly germ in 
a fifth fatal case, in which the diagnosis will 
probably also be confirmed.

Thinks It Did Not Pass Quarantine. 
Health Officer Jenkins, when told of the 
cases in the city, asserted the belief that the 
germs had not passed through quarantine. 
President Wilson said this evening there was 
no occasion for excitement in the city. The 
Health Department has taken every possible 
measure to prevent the spread of the infec- 
tion.

TWO DEATHS ON A TANK STEAMER. 


‘It, Too, Came from Hamburg—Another Case 
ou the Scandia. 

New York, Sept. 14.—Dr. Walser reports a 
new care on board the Scandia, Stoman Elli- 
towitch, who was taken ill this morning. > 
Another cholera-infected vessel from Ham- 
burg arrived here today, having had two chol- 
era deaths during the voyage. It is the oil 
tank steamer Heligoland, which left Hamburg 
Aug. 29, ata time when cholera was raging 
fiercest. The vessel was only one day at sea 
when Michael Balandia, one of the crew, was 
taken sick with diarrhea and vomiting. He 
continued to get worse and Aug. 31 died. His 
body was cast overboard. 

Early on the morning of Sept. 2 another of 
the crew was taken ill. It was seen at once 
his sickness was similar to that of the man that 
died. His name was James Hosredso. He 
only lived one day and was buried at sea. 
There was no other outbreak during the voy-

Immigration Commissioner Weber at New 
York today notified the Treasury Department 
that he was now supplying the incoming im- 
migrants with certificates to the effect that 
they hac been examined and faund healthy, 
so that they would not be subjected to long 
quaratine detention in Western States as they 
go to their new homes. 


DANGER OF GERMS IN SUGAR SACKS. 


Steamers from Hamburg Laden with Sugar 
Detained at Delaware Break water. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 14.—The Spreck- 
els line steamship Loch Elive, which sailed 
from Hamburg Aug. 23, having on board rags, 
glassware, etc., is now detained at the Federal 
quarantine at the Delaware Breakwater. The 
Catania of the same line, with sugar, toys, 
cement, burnt clay, etc., is also detained un- 
der similar circumstances. Dr. Shakespeare, 
the cholera expert, who is physician of the 
Port of Philadelphia, expresses the opinion in 
a communication t» the Board of Health that 
sugar sacks and rags from Hamburg are still 
infectious when they reach Philadelphia, and 
therefore recommends that vessels arrivin 
from infected ports with sugar, or sugar an 
rags, should be refused admission, 


SERIOUS SICKNESS ON A STEAM BARGE 


The John B. Lyon, from Ashland, Stops at 
the Soo for More Men. 

Saur Ste. Martz, Mich., Sept. 14.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The steam barge John B. Lyon, ore 
laden from Ashland to Chicago, arrived here 
at 1 o’clock this morning, but did not clear 
until 9 o’clock on account of asick crew. It 
was reported the Lyon had both cholera and 
smali-pox aboard. It cannot be learned here 
just what was the matter beyond the fact that 
so many of the crew were taken suddenly sick 
between Ashland and this port that the barge 
had to stop here and obtain men. 


BELLE ISLE PARK FOR A STATION. 


Detroit City Council Wants Immigration 
Stopped for Ninety Days. 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 14.—[Special.]— 
Twenty sanitary inspectors were appointed 
today. Towns along the river below here had 
representatives present at the board meeting 
with protests against mooring the floating 
pest-house just purchased ‘in their vicinity in 
case of a cholera outbreak. They suggested 
that Belle Isle Park be used for quarantine 
purposes, and the Park Board will probably 
be appealed to. Immigrants witnout clean 
bills of health are still detained at the Ca- 
nadian border. The hospital ship Ward is not 

et ready for occupancy. The City Council 
as adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That in view of the impending danger 
to the whole country by reason of the near ap- 
proach of Asiatic cholera, his Honor, the Mayor, 
be requested to ask the President of the United 
States, in behalf of the City of Detroit, to assume 
and exercise the authority to prohibit immigra- 
tion from foreign countries and Canada for at 
least ninety days. 

In answer to letters from Mayor Pingree of 
this city the Mayors of Chicago, Milwaukee. 
Cleveland, Toledo, Duluth, and several Michi- 
gan cities have promised to make the same 
request of the President. 


AS VIEWED BY LONDON NEWSPAPERS

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FULL TEST OF INOCULATION WITH 
CHOLERA VIRUS. 


The Paris Correspondent of “The Trib- 
une” Interviews Pasteur and Is Again 
Inoculated Before Starting for Ham- 
burg to Dwell Among the Scourge- 
Stricken People~He Will Try in Every 
Way to Contract the Disease—Symptoms 
Experienced After the Second Injection. 

SEAL CABLE. ! 

Panis, Sept. 14.—I paid a second visit to 
Pasteur today at Garches, in the environs of 
Paris. The first time I had gone was Friday 
to ask his advice about being inoculated for 
cholera. Today's visit was to tell the savant 
the result of my inoculations and to ask him 
to give me what I may call a medical pass- 
port—in fact a letter signed by him as the 
king of doctors to help me in every way they 
could - and to announce to him my immediate 
departure for Hamburg to test the prevent- 
ive qualities of cholera inoculation as far as 
possible. 

Pasteur’s first questions were about the 
symptoms I had experienced and if I had 
fully reported them to Drs. Roux and Haff- 
kine. Then he entered upon the question of 


my visit to Hamburg and the tests I proposed 


to undergo there. At first he was disposed to 
consider that the case of one man would not 
prove much. When I told him I proposed 
drinking Elbe water and being shut up with 
cholera patients, taking no precaution, he ad- 
mitted that it would be a great test, but he did 
not consider that such a thing should be tried, 
for he said that humar life is sacred. 

Nevertheless, I persisted; saying: But, 
Mr. Pasteur, you have expressed your utmost 
confidence in the remedy. You have injected 
cholera into the intestines of animals that 
have been inoculated and others that have 
not. The latter have died, the former have 
lived. Then why should not a man?“ 

Pasteur, who has a most sympathetic and 
gentle disposition, was, I could see, trying to 
prevent me taking too great riska. 

„Well,“ said Pasteur, after a pause, I 
firmly believe that uo harm would come to 
you, but the truth is that no subcutaneous in- 
oculation has yet been found infallible. You 
should take precautions. 

* But would it not be of utility as a proof if 
I were toimmure myself with cholera pa- 
tients; be, perhaps, able to show that those 
around me having under the same circum- 
stauces as myself died, whilst I alone remained 
alive?“ 

At first Pasteur did not quite understand me 
and asked me to repeat the question. When 1 
had done so he replied with vivacity. 


Would Prove of Great Value. 


„Ves, that would be of actual, practical, 
and physical value. I don't say that it would 
absolutely convince scientific men, but it 
would certainly go an exceedingly long way in 
showing the efficiency of inoculation.“ 

„And if I could show a series ot such 
cases? 

„That would be all the better proof.“ 

„And if I were to die?“ 

„Well,“ said Pasteur, raising his eyebrows, 
„that I am afraid would show that our inoc- 
ulation was not worth anything.“ 

But might it not mean that perhaps the 
dose was misunderstood, or that the time al- 
lowed for the inoculations to become pre- 
ventive had not been discovered?“ 

J am afraid not, said Pasteur. Have 
you read the letter [have written for you!“ 

J had. The envelope was addressed to the 
‘correspondent of Tue CHICAdO Trinung. The 
letter was written by Pasteur himself in that 
very fine, upright, closely lettered style which 
his friends are familiar with. 

While the corridors were teeming with 
newspaper correspondents Tuesday at 12:30 
o’clock I again presented tnyself for 
inoculation to Dr. Haffkine. There I had an 
opportunity of conversing with M. Mesnil, an 
elderly man of exceedingly robust constitu- 
tion who has shown remarkable resistance to 
the virus and has scarcely had any pain at all. 
Haffkine explained it by saying that elderly 
men resist virus much better than more active 
persons. My first inoculation symptoms he 
considered rather severe, but that he consid- 
ered a good sign. 

The injection this time was made on the 
right side instead of on the left, but in the 
same place as the last—half way between the 
lower rib and the hip bone. The operation 
you already koow about. You will have a 
much higher temperature this time,“ said 
Haffkine, and I had. Having given the de- 
tails of my first inoculation, I will only give 
those of the second generally. In the first 

lace, muscular pains, although present, were 
ess than on the first occasion, but, on the 
other hand, the general feeling of sickness, 
nausea, dry tongue and lips were accent- 
uated toa very considerable degree. In fact, 
such was my condition that for twenty-four 
hours I ate nothing and consumed only 
liquid food. I had, also, an attack likea 
kind of mild ague. 


Effect of the Second Inoculation, 


This second inoculation took much more 
out of me than the first. All the day after- 
wards the feeling of weakness continued in- 
stead of rapid recuperation as after first oper- 
ation. Following are the temperatures, de- 
grees (centigrade thermometer): At the time 
of operation, 37.2; two hours later, 37.6; 
six hours later, 38.4; eight hours later, 38.8; 
next morning, first temperature, 37; second 
temperature, 37.4. Now I am a fully 
inoculated correspondent, and as soon as the 
virus has firmly established its sway the start 
will be made for the cholera stronghold of 
Hamburg. . Much has been written about the 
Ferran inoculation and its failure. Compar- 
ing it with the present Haffkine discovery, let 
mesay that I was inoculated by Ferran in 
1885 in Valencia, Spain. If I remember right 


I was the subject of his twenty-third opera- 


tion. None who has taken the Haffkine cure 
has known what the Ferran operation was 
like, for, except your correspondent, no Fer- 
ran patients have ever taken the Haffkine 
preparation, or vice versa. 

Ferran inoculated in thearm. The effect 
was almost immediate. The arm swelled to 
perhaps double its natural size. There were 
cold and warm sweats, sickness, diarrhea of 
a choleric nature, etc. The mistake made by 
Ferran wasthathe inoculated in the first in- 
stance with strong virus in place of, as Haffkine 
does, with attenuated virus. This gave a shozk 
to the system and produced boils and other 
symptoms of blood-poisoning which resulted 
in many deaths. | 


CHOLERA IN PARIS DECLARED MILD. 


Only Two Cases of the Genuine Pest Ob- 
served There Tuesday. 
(SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Paris, Sept. 14.—Since the rumor is still 
going the rounds that cholera reigns in Paris 
it is again necessery to give the lie to it. It 
is a ridiculous falsehood. The sanitary con- 
dition of Parisis good. From noon yester- 
day to noon today there have been twelve 
In only 
two cases was true cholera observed. 
In this connection recollect that the pop- 
ulation of Paris is 2,700,000. Under these 
conditions how can it be truly said that 
cholera is epidemic here? Foreigners may 
come to Paris in the utmost safety. Every 
sanitary measure that it is possible to take 
has been taken. The momentacase is re- 
ported by a physician the patient is isolated 
and an hour after the house is disinfected. The 
authorities here have not lost their heads; 
they exhibit remarkable coolness in all that 
they do; they know that their reputation is at 
stake. I repeat with all candor that a sojourn 
in Paris offers not the slightest risk tc any 
one. Visitors may come and have no fear. 

The courageous steps taken by our cowork- 
er, Mr. Henry Stanhope, is still the subject 
of conversation throughout Paris. Mr. Stan- 
hope is now the hero of the hour. This after- 
noon I went to the Hotel de Figaro, where the 
editors of the city gave him a reception. He 
had to listen to compliments on his courage. 
Everybody wished him success. It is the 
unanimous opinion that Mr. Stanhope, in 
risking inoculation with the cholera germ, is 
an honor to the journalistic fraternity.

RECORD OF THE PEST IN HAMBURG. 


A Decrease of New Cases and Deaths Re- 
ported—A ppeal for Funds. 
iSPkOIAL CABLE | 

Hamepure, Sept. 14.— There were 344 new 
cases and 148 deaths reported to the Statistical 
Bureau yesterday, of which 148 cases and fifty- 
two deaths occurred previously. The police 
yesterday conveyed to hospitals 137 cases and 
buried forty-seven corpses. This is a decrease 
of twenty-three cases and eighteen bodies, but 
there has been aslight increase of the epi- 
demic in some districts. The House of Bur- 
gesses has appealed to the Senate for a further 
relief grant. It is suggested that 1,000,000 
marks ought to be voted for relief purposes. 

Berwin, Sept. 14.—The Reichsanzeiger says 
that no cases of cholera have occu in Kiel 
since Sept. 4, and that the epidemic there is 
believed to be extinct. The Federal States 
are therefore requested not to treat Kiel as an 
infested city. Several cases of cholera are 
reported from various towns in Germany, 
most of the victims being canal workers from 
Hamburg. The — races at Stuttgart 
have been canceled. 

Chancellor von Caprivi has ordered the Im- 
perial Board of Health to prepare a bill for the 
regulation of the sanitary affairs of the Em- 
pire in orderto prevent a recurrence of the 
disorganization of commerce that has been 
caused by theepidemic in Hamburg. Herr 
Herrmann, a well known correspondent of the 
Boersen Courier of Berlin, has died in Hatn- 
burg of Asiatic cholera, 

A barge man from Hamburg died in the 
Moabit cholera hospital today. Two new 
cases of cholera and one death were reported 
in Stettin today. The Magistrate of Berlin 
has opened a publie fund for the relief of the 
distressed people of Hamburg. 

The Hamburg Chamber of Commerce has 
sent acirzular to German comunercial cor- 
porations begging them to try to allay the pre- 
vailing anxiety in regard to the cholera epi- 
demic in Hamburg by abstaining from taking 
exceptional quarantine measures against 
Hamburg, which so far, says the circular, 
have proved unnecessary. . 

Sr. Pererssune, Sept. 14.—The daily aver- 
age of new cholera cases and deaths in the 
Provinces of Voronezh, Kazan, Samara, Sara- 
toff, and Orenburg and tke Don Territory is 
400 new cases and 200 deaths in each, In the 
Lieutenancy of Caucasus the daily average is 
1.550 new cases and 750 deaths. It will be 
seen from these figures that there has been no 
diminution in the rate of mortality, the deaths 
still reaching 50 percent of the number of 
persons attacked in the provinces and almost 
the same percentage in the Lieutenancy. In 
St. Petersburg yesterday sixty-one new cases 
and fifteen deaths were reported. Compared 
with Monday’s returns yesterlay’s figures 
show a decrease of three cases and twelve 
deaths. 

Lonpon, Sept. 14.—The steamer Holderness, 
from Cronstadt, has arrived at Hull and re- 
ports that two of the crew, sailors, have died 
with Asiatic cholera. 


CLOSED AGAINST SHIPS FROM EUROPE. 


Vessels from There Not Allowed to Enter 
at Panama, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Panama, Sept. 14.—This port is closed 
against all steamers arriving from Europe, 
and fear is expressed that steamers plying be- 
tween Colon and New York may bring conta- 
gion. The Royal Mail steamer Atralo, after 
its arrival at Colon, proceeded down the coast. 
When off Sabauilla it was fired on three times 
as a warning to keep off. The gunbdat La 
Popa went alongside and took off the mails 
and passengers. The Atralo then proceeded 
to Castagua, but was refused admission there 
also. The ship then returned to Colon and is 
at present at anchor in the harbor. The action 
of the authorities at Sabanilla is regarded as 
strange and unusual, 


Notes. 


The 200 immigrants who had been detajned 
at Suspension Bridge, N. I., since last Saturday 
were sent West last night. 

A cholera hospital has been prepared at 
Cincinnati, 0., and it is proposed to prohibit im- 
migrants being brought into that city. 

The Hoboken (N. J.) Board of Health has 
issued an order that no vessel from an infected 
port shall be allowed to tie up at any pier in that 
city. 

A report purporting to come from Dr. O. B. 
Brown of Albany, N. V., said two cases of Asiatic 
cholera had occurred there. The health officers 
say no such cases have occurred. 


A lot of immigrants arrived in St. Louis 
‘esterday. They had been disinfected in New 

ork and in Toledo, O., but the St. Louis author- 
ities subjected them to a third cleansing. 


Dr. Jenkins has announced that the cargoes 
of the steamers Normannia, Scandia, Moravia, 
and Rugia will be discharged into lighters while 
at anchor in the lower bay, the vessels fumigated, 
given coal, arid returned to Hamburg in ballast. 

Salt water enemas are being used in Vera 
Cruz and Mexican gulf cities for yellow-fever as 
well as cholera. Other treatment is used to some 
extent, but sea water and sometimes salt added 
has reduced the mortality of cholera in Vera Cruz 
very much. 


MRS. HARRISON 18 CRITICALLY ILL. 


Physicians Intimate to the President the 
Probability of a Fatal Termination. 
Loon Laxg, N. V., Sept. 14.—Doctors F. E. 
Gardner of Washington, F. E. Doughty. of 
New York, and E. T. Trudeau of Saranac, 
had a consultation at the President’s cottage 
this morning in regard to the case of Mrs. 
Harrison. They admit that they are uncer- 
tain as to the résult of her illness and have, 
so it issaid, intimated to the President the 
probability of a fatal result. The President 
rarely leaves Mrs. Harrison's bedside. Mr. 
Russell Harrison and Mrs. McKee are also in 


‘constant attendance. 


One of Mis. Harrison’s physicians has au- 
thorized the followmg statement of her case 
as an explanation issued this morning: 

She was tirst taken with a severe attack of the 
grip in Washington in the winter of 1890, followed 
and aggravated by severe bronchial and pul- 
monary troubles lasting sometime. While at 
8 May in the summer of 1891 she again took 
a heavy cold and the bronchial troubles re- 
appeared. It was some weeks before this 
attack yielded to treatment. Last win- 
ter she had a second attack of the grip, which 
this time was followed by catarrhal pneumonia 
lasting seven or cight days. After that she was 
troubled by a severe cough, followed in March last 
with a slight hemorrhage of the right lung, fol- 
lowed by consolidation of the right apex. This 
consolidation has gradually increased up to the 
present time, accompanied throughout with 
nervous prostration. e conditions resulted in 
the development of effusions. 

The best that can be said of Mrs. Harrison’s 
condition tonight is that it is no worse than it 
was this morning. She rested quietly dur! 
the day and had several short naps, whic 
failed, however, to refresh her to any no- 
ticeable extent. She seems. to suffer princi- 
pally from exhaustion. This is partly due to 
the two operations rendered necessary by the 
accumulation of fluid in the chest cavity. The 
first 3 — took place Friday last and the 
second Monday of this week. It is feared 
that still another will be necessary in a day or 
two. These operations, however, afford only 
temporary relief.

W. T. BELFIELD TALKS OF THE 
GERM OF ASIATIC CHOLERA. 


Patient Effort Made by Dr. Koch to Find 
the Pest—Its Secretions and Excretions 
Are Deadly Poison—Chicago Health Of- 
flcers Thinking of Making a Quarantine 
Against New York—World’s Fair Direct- 
ors Will Wait Until the Cholera Moves 
Them to Notice It. 


“If you expect me to make it plain to you 
what the cholera microbe is, said Ur. W. T. 
Belfield, the microscopist and bacteriologist, 
yesterday, you will have to submit first to a 
brief lecture on bacteriology. To begin, 
plants are divided into two classes, according 
as they live on the inorganic or the organic 
compounds of varbon, Those plants that can 
digest and assimilate only the organic com- 


COMMA BACILLUS IN MUCUS. 


pounds, such as the sugar and albumen of 
other plants and of animals, are called fungi. 
Fungi are subdivided, according as they live 
on the tissues of dead plants ana animals or 
live plants and animals, into saphrophytes 
and parasites, respectively. Considered in 
reference to their methods of reproduction, 
tungi are subdivided into molds, or flowering 
fungi; yeasts, or budding fungi; and bacteria, 
or dividing fungi.“ 

Han you — a little on bacteria?’ 

Bacteria are subdivided, with reference to 
their form, into three classes. First, we have 
the micrococci, from the Latin micrococcus, 
meaning a small berry, which are globular 
bacteria. Secondly, we * the bacilli, from 
the Latin bacillus, meaning a little rod, which 
are the rod-shaped bacteria. Thirdly, we have 
the spirilla, from the Latin spirillum, meaning 
a spiral, which are the spiral-shaped bacteria. 
In all three of these classes together thera 
have been over 200 species of bacteria identi- 
tied and studied. ey consist of a mem- 
branous wall of plant cellulose, filled with 
protoplasm. In these elementary organisms 
the distinction between animals and vegetables 
is vague; and bacteria breathe and eat, after 
a fashion, digest, secrete, and excrete, and in 
some cases have the power of locomotion. 
Some of them have little hair-like append- 
ages at their ends or sides, which are in con- 
stant motion, and propel them as oars 
propel aboat. They seem to pervade uni- 
versal nature, and are found in the upper 
layers of soil, in surface waters, 
in all sorts of dust, and in the air. 
mouth, nose, throat, and intestines of human 
beings are their stamping ground, though 
they do not flourish in the stomach on ac- 
count of its acidity. Most of them are harm- 
less, but there are about thirty species of them 
that, being parasites, feed on the living tissues 
and produce disease. Among the diseases for 
which separate species of bacteria have been 
identified as the causes are tuberculosis, lep- 
rosy, glanders, diphtheria, typhoid-fever, ma- 
laria, tetanus, and pneumonia.” , 

‘*What is their method of reproduction?“ 

They simply elongate theinselves and then 
part in the middle.“ ä 

So that the cholera microbe is what?“ 

„Well, it is a plant, it is a fungus, it is a 
bacterium, and it is a parasitic and patho- 
genic, or disease-producing, bacterium. But 
this does not fully identify it yet. We are in- 
debted for our knowledge of this troublesome 
parasite to the celebrated Dr. Koch, who was 
sent by the German Government at the head 
of an expedition to India for the study of 
Asiatic cholera in 1883. After a series of 
brilliant researches and experiments he dem- 
onstrated that the disease was produced by a 
bacterium, which he called thecomma * 
though be afterwards 


Asiatice cholere, 
This: bacterium is 


classed it as a spirillum. 
sometimes seen in a rod-like fon, with a tuft 
of the hairy projections, call flagellæ, at 
each end. But it is curved like a comma, or 
semicircle, aud is generally connected to- 
gether, sometimes in the shape of the letter S 
or of a spiral. Its size is given as one-half that 
of the tubercle bacillus, and its thickness as 
one micromillimeter.”’ 

How was this spirillum shown to be the 
cause of cholera?’ 

Not without a great deal of patient effort 
I assure you. The dead bodies first examined 
were found to be full of all sorts of bacteria. 
But after numerous experiments, it was found 
that most of them were produced after death, 
and little by little it was demonstrated that 
this particular spirillum was the only 
bacterium that kept close and invariable com- 
pany with cholera. Even then, several theories 
would account fer its presence, It might be 
the cause of cholera, or the cholera might be 
the cause of it, or something else might be 
the cause of both of them. But by constant 
experimentation it was proved beyond a 
doubt that the first of these theories was true. 
Finally two other bacteria were discovered, 
in other connections, which were at first 
taken for the cholera spirillum, and seemed 
to overturn all the conclusions reached. But 
in a short time they were investigated, and 
shown to be as different from the cholera 
spirillum as a dog is from atiger. It is there- 
fore no longer a theory, but a demonstrated 
fact, that Asiatic cholera is produced by this 
particular bacterium.” 

And what produces this bacterium ?”’ 

„It has been shown that a bacterium is 
never produced by anything but a similar 
bacterium. It cannot even be produced by 
aditferent bacterium. The cholera spirilla, 
therefore, are produced by other cholera 
spirilla, and that is all we can say about it. 
Koch :considers it as settled, though, that 
these spirilla are originally produced in one 
spot, and that is the deltas of the Ganges. 

hat is the only place on earth where cholera 
is perpetual.” 

How do the spirilla produce cholera?”’ 

** By their secretions and excretions which 
are deadly poison. You might think that 
very hard to prove. But we can put the 
spirilla in bouillon until they secrete and ex- 
crete then take them out, and the bouillon 
will produce cholera; so that it is a very sim- 
pie matter after all.“ 

Has the cholera spirillum been photo- 
graphed?” 

es, but the picture is very unsatisfactory, 
It simply looks like a lot of commas. I have 
some fine mounted specimens, which, when 
seen through the microscope, are much more 
interesting and instructive.”’

That Is the Talk Now Among the Officials 
of the Chicago Health Department, 
The announcement that choiera had ac- 
tually invaded New York City surprised the 
Chicago Health Department. The work of 
the insvectors will now become infinitely 
more important. Not only are they charged 
with keeping the disease out of this city but, 
as the gateway to the West, Chicago is a vital 
point in checking the march of the plague. 
At 6 o’clock last night the health officers here 
had not been officially notitied of the presence 
in New York of cholera, In view of the fact 
that the first death there is credited to Sept. 
6 this action is criticised. The result of the 
inroad may bethe establishment by Chicago 
of a quarantine against immigrants hailing 
from New York and other Eastern points, 
The erection of chi! a camps ip the out 
skirts will be hurried to completion and pre- 
cautionary arrangements will be if possible 
made doubly sure.

WILLIAM C. DONALDSON, AN ACTOR, 
SWALLOWS MORPHINE, 


Leading Man of “For Love and Money” 
Company Becomes Despondent After a 
Spree and Ends His Troubles—Speigel & 
Co. Fail for $150,000—Pere Hyacinthe’s 
Wife in Chicago—Amusing Experiences 
of a Couple Who Wanted to Be Married 
by Judge Hutchinson. 


William C. Donaldson, leading man of the 
“For Love and Money” company now play- 
ing-at the People’s Theater, died at the County 
Hospital last night from morphine poisoning. 
The drug was probably taken with suicidal 
intent. Donaldson came to the city with the 
company Monday last. His wife, the daughter 
of a Memphis, Tenn., official, and their child 
went to Memphis that day, and in a 
fit of despondency Donaldson took to 
drinking after an abstinence of three years 
from liquor. He made a failure of his part 
on accoynt of his condition Monday night and 
injured the company’s prospects. although 
Manager McFadden of the People’s did ali he 
could to help Robert G. Morris, author of the 
play, out of his predicament. 

Tuesday Donaldson had braced up and gave 
a good rendition of his role. For the mati- 


née yesterday he appeared on time, but his 


condition was such that he was not allowed 
to go on the stage. After the matinée 
George Reno, Donaldson’s room-mate, found 
the leading man unconscious at Brown's 
Hotel. A broken bottle which had contained 
morphine was at his side. The police removed 
Donaidson to the County Hospital, where he 
died at 8:30 o’clock. He left no letter. Mr. 
Morris said that he had no doubt that de- 
spondéncy on account of his spree drove him 
to take his own life. 7 . 
Donaldson was 36 years old and belonged to 
a respectable Canadian family. His father is 
a customs official in Toronto. tie had been 
ten years in the profession, and had been lead- 
ing man for Lizzie Evans and Ada Gray, and 
had been on the stock at the 
Boston Museum and in San Francisco. 


Last year he was leading man in the Devil's 


Mine company. He married Grace Thorne, 
daughter of the great Charles Thorne, but 
they were divorced.

It has had a high-priced trade 
and in prosperous times has taken in $500,000 
annually. Recently on account of competi- 
tion from the dry goods trade and a change in 
demand from superior goods to cheaper lines, 
the firm’s sales have been reduced one half. 

Owing to dullness in the trade this year 
Spiegel & Co. laid in a small stock of new 
goods: This accounts for the small mer- 
chandise indebtedness of $40,000, 

Isaac Mayer of Moran, Kraus, Mayer & 
Stein said yesterday: 

The liabilities will not exceed $150,000 
and the assets will be about $200,000. It is 
too early to give exact figures. The inventory 
and balancing of the books will be pushed 
rapidly.”’ 

Will the firm resume business?“ 

That will depend on the attitude of the 
creditors. From the messages of sympathy 


received it seems that the creditors are anxi- 


ous to render every assistance possible. Mat- 
ters will shape themselves this week so that 
the firm can doubtless resume business. The 
busy season is now opening and full value can 
be realized on a large stock of merchandise if 
the assets are not frittered away by litigation. 
The majority of the creditors are of modest 
means who have deposited amounts with the 
firm. The Sheriff received all the judgments 
simultaneously, making the executions con- 
current. All the creditors will share the as- 
sets pro rata. 

The employés of the firm, 100 in number, 
were discharged yesterday afternoon. 

The firm members are Joseph Spiegel, Alex- 
ander Berginan, and Albert Liebenstein. The 
concern was established in 1865 as Henry 
Liebenstein & Co. The firm went under dur- 
ing the fire, but an extension of time by the 
creditors enabled the concern to resume busi- 
ness. In 1873 Henry Liebenstein, senior mem- 
bet, withdrew, and J. Liebenstein took his 
place. On the death of J. Liebenstein, in 
1883, Albert Liebenstein and Joseph Spiegel 
composed the firm. In 1890 Alexander Berg- 
man entered the concern. Joseph Spiegei has 
attained prominence in financial and social 
circles. e has been connected with all the 
charitable institutions of this city for twenty- 
five years. The firm has received numerous 
expressions of sympathy from leaders in the 
business world. 

The M. H. Kauffmann Medical Publishing 
company made a voluntary assignment in the 
County Court yesterday to Edward A. Filkins 

Michael H. Kauffmann is the 
President and C. L. Brown is Secretary ot the 
company, which was organized todo a print- 
ing and publishing business. The piant is lo- 
cated at Nos. 340 to 344 Dearborn street. A 
statement made by the attorney shows that 
the company has assets worth about $22,000 
while the liabilities cannot be figured up at 
present. The failure isdue to the want of 
ready cash, and several of the creditors have 
already begun suits.

Interesting Papers on the Subject Read at 


the Lincoln Club. 
There was an interesting discussion last 


evening at the Lincoln club on the bridge 


nuisance.

but Capt. J. S. Dunham was on hand to de- 
fend them against all comers. 

President Charles A. Brown in calling the 
meeting to order said that the three great 
nuisances in Chicago were smoke, good cross- 


ings, and bridges. 

E. L. Hanes read the first paper. He fa- 
vored fixed bridges, and was opposed to sur- 
face street-car traffic east of Halsted street. . 

Capt. J. S. Dunham spoke from the stand- 
point of the marine. He gave a history of the 
commerce on the river and the growth of the 
bridges. He gave the City Hall a rub and 
favored government control of the river. He 
held that obstructions in the river would drive 
commerce to South Chicago. 

Commissioner of Public Workg Aldrich 
said he was glad the club was rested in 
the bridge question. He thought Capt. 
Dunham had spoken with as much 
fairness as possible for one who 
had absorbed the prejudices of the 
marine men. There were three interests to be 
considered. One was the interest of the peo- 
ple of the West Side, another the marine, and 
third the necessities for proper drainage. The 
present bridge system was costing 5 per cent 
annually on $12,000,000. He gave some figures 
showing the cost of repairs and said $300,000 
was spent annually for new bridges. He ad- 
mitted that the bridge trouble was a nuisance 
and also that the marine men had 
been shabbily treated in the past. 
As a reinedy he suggested the plan of tun- 
nels, but at the same time said he did not 
know that they were practicable. Either the 
tunnel system must be renewed or. fixed 
bridges would have to be built. Twenty-five 
stone bridges could be constructed for $5,000,- 


E. L. Cooley rather favored the marine in- 
terests and gave facts and figures showing the 
amount of tonnage on the lakes. He said all 
other interests were subservient to commerce.

Uliery, E. W. Richmond, and D. F. Burke 
were sworn in as jurors, and, after viewing 
the bodies of the dead men., were excused un- 
til Friday, when the testimony will be taken. 
A number of Italians called at the murgue 
in a body yesterday morning and wanted to 
take the remains of Coreo with them to West 
Fifteenth street, and, as none of them spoke 
or unders more than a few words of En- 
glish. it was with great difficulty that they 
were made satisfied of the necessity of the re- 
mains being viewed by the Coroner and jury. 
However, they finally comprehended the situ-

Mr. illiam Moebius, conductor of 
the music, will play 2 accom pa- 
nied on the piano by Mr. Earl Sykes. 
The afternoon performance passed off with 
duets wherever music was needed. In the 
evening, however, there came what might 
have been a catastropbe. A walking delegate 
put in his appearance in the alley at the stage 
entrance to the theater after the opening duet 
had been played and presented such a redoubt- 
able array of arguments to violinist Moebius 
that he hung up his fiddle and his 
bow and disappeared.

KILLED BY A RUNAWAY HORSE. 


J. Hayes Meets Instant Death and Walter 


Fitzgerald Seriously Injured, 

Walter Fitzgerald of No. 353 North Wood 
street, an oiler for the West Chicago Street 
railway company, while working on the track 
curve at Desplaines and Washington streets 
at 5 o’clock yesterday evening, was seriously 
injured by a runaway horse. He was kneel- 
ing, and, as his head was under the track, he 
did not see the danger until it was too late for 
him to escape. 

A runaway horse dashed around the corner 
of Desplaines and Madison streets, turning 
north. The animal was going at a furious 
rate, and at Washington street it struck Fitz- 

rald. He was huried into the = gutter. 

aising, he managed to drag himself to the 
sidewalk.

INSPECTION RULES OF GRAIN TRADE. 


Commissioners to Meet Sept. 27 to Take 
Action on the Subject. 

A number of members of the Board of 
Trade, interested especially in the cash grain 
trade, appeared yesterday afternoon before 
the Illinois Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners for the purpose of discussing 
some changes in the inspection rules. It was 
recommended that a grade of No. 1 Northern 
spring wheat be established, to be sound and 
well cleaned, and containing not less than 50 
oor cent of the hard varieties of spring wheat.

University Extension in Chicago. 

The university extension scheme of thie Chi- 
cago university, now being planned, will em- 
bracethree departments: The lecture study, 
the correspondence department, and class 
work. e plan is to organize classes of from 
ten to thirty members in such courses as shall 
be called for. The courses offered will be 
given by university instructors and credited as 
university work. Two kinds of courses will be 
offered, uniform with those in the university— 
majors, or thirty weekly exercises of two 
hours each, and minors, or fifteen weekly ex. 
ercises. The classes will be organized when- 
aver ten applications in a given subject have 
been received. A special effort will be made 
to organize classes in higher mathematics, the 
languages, political economy, history, psy- 
chology, and the subjects required for admis- 
sion to the academic college. 


Right to See the Defendant. 

A novel decision was made yesterday by 
Justice Glennon in passing upon the cases 
against eleven alleged gamblers, who were ar- 
rested Sept. 3. When the jury was impan- 
eled Prosecuting Attorney McArdle proceed- 
ed with the cases separately, and that against 
Henry Becker was the rst one heard. The 
officers swore that they found eleven players 
engaged in gambling. Justice Glennon ealled 
for the defendant, but he was not present, and 
the Justice then dismissed the jury and for- 
feited Becker’s bonds. The court held that 
while a case may be tried before an exumm- 
ing magistrate for breach of the ordinances 
whether the defendant is present or not, in 
cases before a jury the jurors had a right to 
see the defendant. The other ten cases were 
continued untii Sept. 21. 


Lavender Seed Eaten by a Street Urchin. 

A street urchin quietly walked up to a ven- 
dor of lavender seeds on Madison street last 
night. The man was looking up the street, 
his gaze being fixed upon some disturbance on 
the State street corner. The idea that he had 
a chance to “hook” something entered the 
lad’s mind and he was at work at once con- 
veying handfuls of the seeds to his mouth.

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MEET OF THE CLANS 


REPUBLICAN NATIONAL LEAGUE 
MARCHING TO BUFFALO, 


They Will Begin Their Most Important 
Session Today—Eminent Speakers Who 
Will Address the Mass Convention— 
Probable Result of the Election—Im- 
portant Part Being Taken by Colleges 
and Women—Prizes Offered for the Best 
Display of Marching Clubs. 

BurraLo, N. I., Sept. 14.—[Special. ]—Hun- 
dreds of delegates to the Republican National 
convention of League clubs have arrived in 
the city tonight, and tomorrow the organized 
clubs are expected to put in an appearance, 
All the National League officers are here. 
Gov. McKinley is due tomorrow, and White- 
law Reid will be here Friday morning. This 
convention of the National Republican League 
of the United States promises to be the most 
important and interesting of any session yet 
held. The retiring officers of the league will 
report and new ones will be elected. State 
Vice-Presidents and the Executive committee 
have to be elected and a place designated for 
the meeting of the convention for 983. Gen- 
erally speaking, that is all the business which 
the conveation will be cailed upon to trans- 
act, but the campaign significance beyond 
the routine business will be great. The pro- 
gram for the league mass-meeting in Music 
Hall Thursday evening has been completed 
and the slate of speakers is: Gov. William 
McKinley Jr., J. Sloat Fassett, Senator E. O. 
Wolcott, John M. Thurston, J. P. Dolliver, 
and Charles T. Morris. 

» Held a Lengthy Committee Meeting. 

Tonight the National Executive committee 
had a meeting that lasted until after mid- 
night. States represented were Arkansas, 
Colorddo, Connecticut, Arizona, Florida, 
Indiana, Idaho, Illinois, Kentucky, Maryland, 
Michi an, Kansas, Pennsylvania, Rhode Isl- 
and Virginia, Ohio, West Virginia, New 
York, Wisconsin, District of Columbia, Utah, 
Tennessee, and California. State Leagues 
admitted to the national organiza- 
tion were Arkansas, Arizona, Idaho, 
Colorado, California, Montana, Wyoming, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, and Utah. The 
action of the national officers in organizing 
State Leagues in Colorado May 16 was not ap- 
proved. The Executive committee decided to 
recommend to the convention the admission 
of the fifteen delegates-at-large elected at Ann 
Arbor by the College League, and one delegate 
will be admitted from each college club now 
organized and represented here. A number 
of committees were appointed and other rou- 
tine matters cared for. 

Tomorrow morning the convention will be 
organized. Judge Albert Haight will make a 
welcoming address and J. S. Clarkson will 
respond.

But if he does his de- 
feats at Nashville and Cincinnati will ‘be re- 
peated, for Andrew B. Humphrey is so thor- 
oughly familiar with the work and is such an 
efficient Secretary that it is generally taken 
tor granted that he will be reélected.

WILL CLEVELAND IMITATE W’CLELLAN 
AND GO BACK ON HIS PLATFORM! 

Some weeks ago THe TRIBUNE was in- 
formed by persons who were in a position to 
be well informed that Mr. Cleveland was 
‘much perplexed as to what, he should do con- 
cerning the free trade plank of his party. 
That while he is a free trader in sentiment 
he is afraid to avow it lest it cost him some 
protection Deinoeratie votes of the Charles 
A. Dana school. He is in a strait between 
twoand on the horns ofa dilemma. He 
fears the Watterson men on the one side and 
the Danaites on the other. 

Mr. Cleveland lives in the center of a sec- 
tion of country which is most favorably in- 
clined toward protection. Within 200 mules 
of his summer home live 12,000,000 people 
who largely depend for a living on protected 
industries. A proposition to do away with 
all protection might have disastrous conse- 
quences to the Democracy, not merely in 
New York, Connecticut, and New Jersey, 
which Mr. Cleveland professes to be sure of 
carrying, but in Massachusetts, Rhode Isl- 
and, and New. Hampshire, where he claims to 
have hopes. The new policy might cause 
mischief in Maryland and Delaware. Defeat 
aloug the Northern seaboard means national 
defeat. This is the view the straddlers press 
upon him until they have scared the fat man. 

Some of the shrewdest leaders of the Democ- 
racy, such men as Senators Gorman and Hill, 
believe that the preaching of free trade would 
be a costly sacrifice. to principle, and while 
Mr. Cleveland may not look on them as good 

teachers of morals, he knows that they are 
very good practical politieians.“ For all 
these reasons there is cause: to believe that 
there is much truth in the New York dispatch 
in yesterday’s TRIBUNE announcing that Mr. 
Cleveland intends to throw overboard the 
free trade plank of his party, and endeavor to 
substitute for it in his letter of acceptance a 
double construction plank of his own inven- 
tion somewhat like the one on which he was 
elected in 1884 or the one which was defeated 
in the convention last June. 

Yet, whi.e everything indicates that Cleve- 
land will be beaten if he comes out in favor of 
Calhoun-Jeff Davis free trade, he will be 
beaten still worse if he repudiates free trade 
and tries a Janus-face dodge. It is a danger- 
ous experiment for a party leader to change 
front on a greut issue. It is even more dan- 
gerous for a Presidential candidate to at- 
tempt to make his party change front against 
its will, especially just before election. Me- 
Clellan tried it in 1864. The Democracy had 
said at their Chicago convention that the war 
for the Union was a failure and they declared 
for peace at any price. McClellan accepted 
the normnination but repudiated the Democrat- 
ic peace-at-any-prico platform. The voters 
believed the convention, rather than the can- 
didate, represented the real sentiments of the 
party, and his defeat was an overwhelming 
one. Mr. Lincoln swept nearly all the States. 

Mr. Cleveland is understood to contemplate 
as radical an act of usurpation, repudiation, 
and nullification of the Democratic platform 
as that committed by McClellan. The Demo- 
cratic platform says bluntly that duties im- 
posed for protection are unconstitutional and 
arobbery. The etfect of the duty and not its 
obiect is the Democratic criterion of its con- 
stitutionality. The Democrats say that all 
duties on competitive goods are wrong in 
principle, rob the consumer, and violate the 
Constitution. Jf Mr. Cleveland ventures to 
say that such duties are not wrong in them- 
selves, but are wrong only when made too 
high and that his objectionto the present 
tariff on competitive goods is simply that 
some duties are too high, he will reject ab- 
solutely the Democratic creed and will substi- 
tute for it the theories of a moderate protec- 
tion Republican, who differs from other 
members of his party only as to percentages 
of protective duty needed. 

If Mr. Cleveland admits that there are many 
industries which have grown up through pro- 
tection and which would be injured or ruined 
by its summary abatement and that therefore 
the Democratic party will confine itself to 
substituting a mere reduction of protection he 
will try to make a promise in behalf of the 
party which at Chicago it emphatically and 
distinctly repudiated. 

A Presidential candidate may interpret the 
ambiguous passages of a party platform to 
suit himself. If a plank has two policies 
stuffed into it he can extol the one and’ neg- 
lect the other. But when he attempts to cut 
out what a platform clearly and positively 
says and insert an ambiguity, or a straddle, or 
exactly the contrary, he is overstepping his 
powers, he has violated his instructions, and 
the convention which made him ought to re- 
assemble and unmake him. There is one 
man in the field already—Mr. Harrison—who 
believes that the principle of protection is not 
unconstitutiona). There is no room for an- 
other candidate who holds the same opinion. 
It will not suit the voters to have two men 
running, one of whom is a Republican hold- 
ing Republican principles and the other a 
Democrat holding almost Republican princi- 
ples on the tariff. 

The convention will not reassemble and 
oust Mr. Cleveland, even if he does repudiate 
the creed of his party and substitute for it 
that of itsenemies, but individual Democrats 
will do what am >tnts to the same thing. The 
mugwuinp free traders of the East, the Demo- 
cratic free traders of the West, will lose their 
interest in Cleveland when they see him try- 
ing to inoculate his party with Republican 
protectionism, and the votes he will lose thus 
will far outnumber those he will lose if he is 
honest and brave and accepts the doctrines of 
his party as laid down in its National plat- 
form. But those who know him best say that

he is courageous only where there is no dan- 


ger. When he thinks his chances of election 
are threatened he is as much of a coward and 
as ready to shift and crawfish as a boodle 
candidate for Alderman. | 


ALTGELD BLOWING HOT AND COLD. 

Mr. Altzeld addressed a large audience at 
Joliet night before last. It consisted chiefly 
of the workingmen of the growing city, many 
of whom were among the uniformed torch- 
bearers who escorted the candidate to the 
platform. 

One of the points in his long harangue and 
one which he must have considered important 
and popular, for he gave it over a column, 


| was that of convict labor in Illinois, He de- 


nounced it as an outrage, saying: 

The goods made by the convicts in this way 
soon came not only in competition with the goods 
made by free labor outside, but in some cases 
drove it out of the market. Mechanics who had 
earned $2 and $3 per day and been enabied to sup- 
port their families in comfort found they could 
not compete with the prison contractor who got 
his labor at about 50 cents a day. 

His sentiments met with the approval of the 
artisans among his hearers, 

Finally Mr. Altgeld reached the tariff, and 
in discussing that question he laid down prin- 
ciples differing totally from those he had just 
enunciated when dealing with convict labor. 
The competition of eheap labor, which seemed 
so dreadful when the competitors were a 
handful of convicts at Joliet, suddenly lost all 
itsdangers when the competitors were the 
low wageworkers of Europe. After having 
stated in the beginning of his speech that the 
goods made by convicts came into competi- 
tion with those made by free labor and sup- 
planted them because their labor cost was less, 
he declared complacently towards the close of 
his speech that free trade with cheap labor 
Europe would be beneficial to the working- 
men because ‘“‘heavy importations would 
begin. 

Heavy importations of what? Of com- 
peting goods made by far cheaper labor than 
American labor, and offered for sale at prices 
much lower than are asked for the American 
products. Such importations valued at hun- 
dreds of millions will not harm the American 
workingman, according to Altgeld, but the 
sale of con viet- made goods from Joliet valued 
at a few thousands a year will ruin him! That 
is the self-contradictory preposterous propo- 
sition which will be found in Mr. Altgeld’s 
Joliet speech. 

He explained to the workingmen at great 
length what he called the prohibitory effect of 
the tariff; how the poor imperting merchant 
was driven out of the American market and 
the American manufacturer was left in sole 
possession. If that is true it means that pretty 
much all the manufactures consumed in 
America are made by Americans. The latter 
have the home market field to themselves. 
The workingmen want to choke off convict 
labor so that free labor may have the field all 
to itself. Mr. Altgeld says that he agrees with 
them, but that it is a good thing to increase the 
amount of cheap labor goods imported from 
Europe, and thus cut down the quantity made 
at home, thereby throwing hundreds of thou- 
sands of American workingmen out of jobs or 
forcing them to cut down their wages to the 
European level, Did ever an officeseeking 
demagogue so stultify himself before? 

IT WHACKS THE FREE TRADE ISSUE 
DODGERS. 

The junior Democratic organ of this city, 
being exasperated by the many signs of weak- 
ness and retreat on the part of certain shifty 
Democrats on the free trade question, breaks 
out thus: 

The party, pledged no less by tradition and his- 
tory and fundamental belief than by the platform 
adopted at Chicago in June, is for free trade. A 
tariff for revenue only is the highest and broad- 
est manifestation of national obedience to the 
divine commana, Thou shalt not steal.“ 

It may be that there are men calling the mselves 
Democrats who cannot or will not subscribe to 
this high resolve. Perhaps some of them are 
dishonestly taking toll from their fellow-men. 
Perhaps others are misguided and ignorant. It is 
possible that still others, knowing the truth, but 
mistakenly anxious for party success at any sac- 
rifice, do not believe in risking all on a principle 
when, in their estimation, an expedient of some 
sort would answer every purpose. If so, the time 
bas now ccme when all such should be given safe 
conduct to the rear. 

Let the so-called Democratic tariff straddlers 
and dodgers in the West take notice, therefore. 
This is to be a campaign for free trade. The 
Democrat who by tongue or pen seeks to qualify 
or limit the purpose of the party to destroy pro- 
tection root and branch and to expose and punish 
the thieves and liars who have profited by it at 
the expense of the people will save himself and 
his party much needless trouble by passing over 
to the camp of the enemy now! 

There is some flapdoodle in this. The 
assertion that a tariff for revenue which gives 
incidental protection is a violation of the com- 
mandment which forbids stealing is a fair 
specimen of the pretentious balderdash which 
the junior organ substitutes for reasoning, 
But the writer seems to be sincere, and there- 
fore much shall be forgiven him. He resents 
the attempts of some of his confréres to make 
the voters believe that it is not the intention 
of the Democrats to remove every vestige of 
a duty on competitive goods and collect rev- 
enue from non-competitive ones only, and he 
insists that the truth must be told them and 
that there be no disguising of the destructive 
designs of the Democracy. He wants the free 
trade flag displayed conspicuously. 

The W. Hesings and the Carter Harrisons, the 
editors of the little Illinois Heralds, and the 
Milwaukee Journal should read the above 
extracts. They ought to be ashamed of them- 
selves when they see the courage of their e. e. 
and compare those bold words with their own 
hypocritical, cowardly utterances. They may 
write better English and have better manners 
than the junior Democratic organ, but when 
it comes to telling the truth on the tariff issue 
they are not in it.“ 


THE HAMBURG PESTILENCE TRANSPOR- 
TATION COMPANY. | 

For once Taz Cuicaco Trisuns heartily 
agrees with the New York Sun—namely: in 
its indignant protest against the greed, selfish- 
ness, and indifference to human life mani- 
fested by the managers of the Hamburg- 
American Packet company. It is time that 
public opinion should get itself ready to 
answer in no uncertain manner these ques 
tions asked by the Sun: 

How many more pest-laden ships shall the Ham- 
burg-American Packet company be permitted to 
thrust into this port and unload upon our over- 
taxed quarantine? 

How many more ships of the Pestilence Trans- 
portation company shall be allowed to enter be- 
fore the first ship of that company is turned on 
its course before it reaches Sandy Hook, and 
with a fresh supvly of food and water, furnished 
at the company’s cost, sent back to the infected 
port from which it sailed? 


Every one of the cholera-infected vessels ly- 
ing at quarantine in New York Harbor is 
from Hamburg and belongs to this line. The 
health authorities have had no trouble with 
vessels of other lines, though they come from 
varidus European ports. The authorities at 
Hamburg itself were culpably negligent in not 
barring out the cholera when it appeared 
there from Poland and Russia. Even after it 
had broken out the health officials made no 
report for several days and failed to take even 
the ordinary sanitary precautions to prevent 
its spread. After inviting the pest the author- 
ities of that city placed no restrictions upon 
its shipment abroad, and the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet company has sent vessel after 
vessel to New York carrying the pestilence in 
its steerage until the harbor is filled with it. 
How many moge vessels are steaming into 
quarantine with it no one can say. Every 
day or two,.“ says the Sun, brings another 
shipload dispatched from the infected port by 


| this avaricious, mendacious, and irresponsi- 
ble corporation of foreign money-getters. 

Thus far the disease has been kept out of 
New York by the regulation’ of quarantine— 
regulations so rigid as to expose the cabin 
passengers of these vessels not only to serious 
discomfort but to absolute danger of infec- 
tion—and now the note of warning comes 
from the Board of Health, which reporte a 
case Of Asiatic cholera in the city itself. And 
still the work of piling up cholera against the 
gates goes on until the very atmosphere is 
reeking with it. How long can the quar- 
antine officials contend against the Hamburg 
Pestilence Transportation company? The 
Sun is justitied in its indignant criticism 
that— 

The problem, the difficulty, and the danger are 
all due to this one transportation line. Our quar- 
antine would have no trouble in dealing with the 
ships that are coming frum every other port in 
the world. Has the course of the Hamburg- 
American Packet company since the outbreak in 
Hamburg and up to the present time been such 
as to entitle the pockets of its stockholders to the 
slightest consideration as against the lives of our 
own people? 


If the cholera gets into this country the re- 
sponsibility will rest with this company, for 
no other vessel than its own has arrived here 
with a case on board. Fortunately the sea- 
son is far advanced and the time of frost is at 
hand, so that the disease, even if it should 
gain a foothold through the determined 
efforts of the Pestilence Transportation com- 
pany to help it, will not rage with virulence. 
But this does not excuse the company. If 
the cholera had broken out at Hamburg in 
the spring this foreign pest corporation 
would have been just as industrious in bring- 
ing it here. The American people may have 
no immediate redress, but they have it in 
their power to measure out their indignation 
in the future, and in the only manner which 
can appeal to these greedy money-getters. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR MUSIC, 

The pother which has been raised in New 
York by Reginald de Koven and others about 
the World’s Fair music and the danger that 
Mr. Thomas and his orchestra are about to 
monopolize it is both silly and discreditabie 
to their intelligences They have jumped at 
conclusions without taking the trouble to in- 
form themselves as to the facts, and conse- 
quently have only uttered an absurd libel. If 
they had stopped to inquire as to what is be- 
ing done they would have found that the 
Musical Bureau contemplates inviting the 
Philharmonic Orchestra of New York, the 
Boston Orchestra, Gilmore’s Band, Cappa’s 
Band, aud the new marine band, besides other 
organizations; that a broadcast invitation has 
been sent to choral organizations all over the 
country; that foreign bands have been in- 
vited, and that foreign composers and con- 
ductors are coming here to lead international 
contests, and that instead of slighting Amer- 
ican music an invitation has been extended to 
ali American composers to write music for the 
Fair, and that a commission has been appoint- 
ed of American and European experts to decide 
upon its merits. If these New York fault- 
finders had read the circular sent out by Mr. 
Thomas they would have found that it is his 
intention, First, to make a complete show- 
ing to the world of musical progress in this 
country in all grades and departments, from 
the highest to the lowest. Second, to bring 
before the people of the United States a full 
illustration of music in its highest forms as 
exemplified by the most enlightened nations 
of the world.“ Had Mr. de Koven, who owes 
more to Chicago than Chicago owes him, 
taken the trouble to acquaint himself with the 
facts he would have saved himself from mak- 
ing such a ridiculous exhibition by lending 
himself to New Vork jealousy of this city and 
its dislike of Mr. Thomas because he left there 
to identify himself with Chicago. It is only

An almost unexpected success rewarded 
Richard Mansfield’s efforts in the production of 
Joseph Hatton's new dramatized version of Haw- 
thorne’s great work., The Scarlet Letter,“ at 
Daly’s Theater in New York. A number of at- 
tempts have been made to adapt the dark and 
gloomy Puritan tale of sin and mental suffering 
to the stage, but heretofore without exception 
they have failed because the dramatic element— 
the element of action—does not exist in the book. 
The characters which Hawthorne created in his 
narative are, from a dramatic view point, almost 
motionless. The portrayal of their sufferings iu 
the book is accomplished by the weird and fan- 


ditions under which the suffering takes place and 
is made vivid by the web of speculation and the 
minute attention to detail which at every point is 
brought into play and which has always held out 
a singular charm tothe reader. Meanwuile Hes- 
ter Prynne and the hypocritical minister, Arthur 
Dimmesdale, suffer, but their suffering is that of 
resignation—it is passive rather than active. 

This is what Joseph Hatton has aimed to over-

Many of Hawthorne’s strongest 
lines have been used, as, for instance, in the 
pillory scene, when Dimmesdale, who has been 
asked to make a final appeal to Hester, strides to 
the front of the scaffold and repulses the advance 
of the angry mob with the words: Let him that 
is without sin cast the first stone!“ 

Many of the principal scenes owe their ef- 
fect to the pathos and force of Hawthorne's 
lines, and in tnese instances Mr. Mans 
field as the Rev. Arthur Dimmesdale has 
little to do except to follow the directions 
of the author and dramatist. Nevertheless Mr. 
Mansfield, it is said, never in his dramatic career 
has done anything better. His portrayal of re 
pressed anguish and deep remorse made a strong 
impression on the critical audience that assem- 
bled at the opening presentation. His irresolute 
and halting words to the multitude, when he be- 
seeches them to spare Hester's life in the pillory 
scene, are described as being rendered with rare 
effect, and his self-denunciation alone in the pil- 
lory in the moonlight, and again when facing the 
crowd of angry Puritan men and women, were 
scenes which brought into play all his rare power 
of gradation to the highest dramatic intensity.

land himself. Startl.:ng as the statement may 
seem, to come from the Democratic candi- 
date for President, nevertheless it was given 
by a prominent politician, who vouched for its 
accuracy. The letter was written to A. B. 
Farquhar, editor of the York City, Pa., 
Gazette, who also manufactures farming ma- 
chinery.

He is a close friend of Mr. Cleve- 
land and some time after the Chicago con ven- 
tion wrote him.

IN GARFIELD’S PLACE. 


THE ROBY, IND., RACE TRACK TO 
BE OPENED NOY, 1. 


It Will Have No Club House for Gam- 
bling Purposes, Say Its Owners, but 
Will Be a Race Course Pure and Sim- 
ple, to Be Run During the Winter— 
Ald. Ernest Hummel Is the Associa- 
tion’s President—Profits of the Garfield 
Park Syndicate, 

The Indiana Racing Association will raise 
its flags and open its gates Nov. 1, and solicit 
patronage from those who follow the turf as 
a business or as a pastime simply. The Indi- 
ana Racing Association is the new venture at 
Roby, Ind., which has arisen from the 1uins 
of Garfield Park. It is claimed, however, by 
its managers that only one person in the Gar- 
field Park syndicate is interested in the new 
venture, that person being Paddy Ryan. 

However that tnay be, the new club is show- 
ing a vast amount of energy. For several 
days a small army of men have been at work 
on the ninety acres of ground purchased by 
the club, and the grading and filling are all but 
completed. Work on the stables will be com- 
menced today, and accommodations for 500 
horses will be provided by the opening date. 

The track and fixtures will be laid out on the 
plan of Washington Park. The stand will scat 
5,000 people and will be inclosed in glass 
and heated with steam for winter racing pur- 
poses. The stand will be 352 feet long by 56 
deep. The roof will be self-supporting, and 


there will be no huge columns under it to ob- 


struct the view of spectators. 

The betting ring, bar, and restaurant will be 
under the stand, and will also be heated by 
steam and lighted by electricity. Sliding 
doors will admit spectators from the betting 
ar to the track. 

he stand will face to the west, and the 
stretch will face due north. The track itself 
will bea full mile and the width of that at 
Washington Park. 
A Natural Winter Track of Sand. 

The soil on the club’s new property is sandy. 
Atone time the lake unquestionably held 
sway over it, but when it receded over the 

of sand left accretions have formed of 
decayed vegetable matter which leaves a loose 
surface. This will be scraped off and the 
track filled with pure sand as is the Eust St. 
Louis track. 

This surface never hardens even in the 
severest weather and rain runs right through 
it leaving the surface dry. 

A club house will be built in aclump of 
trees in the center of the field and will be a 
handsome and commodious affair, and the 
stables, off to the south, will be hidden from 
view by a natural forest, which will not be 
cleared, 

Ticket Bruker Webb, who has the affairs of 
the new track in hand, said last night that ex- 
tensive improvements were contemplated at 
Roby next summer. 
beach there which makes the place attractive, 
and Eastern capitalists were figuring on a 
hotel to cost $500,000. Moreover, a steamship 
company plying between Detroit and Canada 
is figuring on runniug boats between Van Bu- 
ren street and Roby, to make thetrip in forty- 
five minutes. 

Paddy Ryan and John Condon were seen, 
and denied in the most emphatic terms that a 
resort of the Monte Carlo stripe was to be es- 
tablished. 

I have not a dollar’s worth of stock in the 
new club,“ said Condon, “ but I know that 
there will be no gambling in the club-house. 
The men who are running the track are not 


crazy. They simply wish to race for public 


patronage and will not court trouble by open- 
ing a gambling house.”’ 

Paddy Ryag substantiated Condon’s state- 
ment. Ald, Ernest Hummell is the President 
of the club and Webb is Secretary. Harry 
Hildreth and the South Chicago Brewing com- 
pany are heavy stockholders. The officials of 
the club have not yet been chosen. 

Pettengill will probably be secured as 
starter, but the positions of presiding judge 
and racing secretary have not been filled. 

It is probable that once the club opens its 
gates in November it will keepthem open 
untilspring. With wiuter racing at St. Louis, 
Chicago, and New Orleans the racing dogs 
will be made to earn their oats. 


Garfield Park Syndicate Profits. 


The Garfield Park syndicate members de- 
clare that they have made little or nothing out 
of the West Side track investment, figured as 
a plant at $150,000 or so in its cost 
to them. But the claim is not a 
reasonable one unless probable losa from ex- 
isting cuntracts to be fulfilled are counted as 
against the profits of this and last year. 
These contracts are chiefly for an expensive 
presiding judge, Col. Lewis M. Clark, at $125 
a day, Starter Pettingill at $100 a day. $10,000 
a month until next May for foreign book in- 
formation that cannot be used, and rent at 
$20,000 a year on a lease to run two years 
more. r. Pettingill will probably be used 
at the new Indiana track. Mr. Clark will 
not. Probably the plant as it stands idlé to- 
day cost the syndicate about $90,000, includ- 
ing the additions to the ugly and bad big 
stand made this spring. The sources of rev- 
enue at the place were many and large. There 
was $600 or so a day for the information sent 
out to foreign pool-rooms, each of which pays 
$10.a day for the news; a bar the profit of 
which was $350 a day; gate receipts, before 
a free gate ruled, of at least 
per day on the average; $4,000 or so per 
day from the bookmakers, ana the exceeding- 
ly profitable foreign book, which was credited 
with winning half a million dollars on the 
season of 1891, and nearly half as much as far 
as it ran this year. During its 1891 and 1892 
season the track ran 186 days and gave nearly 
$600,000 away in purses and stakes. But dur- 
ing the same term its receipts from all 
sources are figured at $1,350,000, which, witha 
iberal allowance of $100,000 for plant and 
$130,000 more for rent and operating expen- 
ses—there never was a more expensive minor 
racing plant in existence—leaves a profit of 
$620,000, which is less instead of greater than 
the actual profits of the syndicate, out of 
which, however, came a large slice for legal 
and campaign funds. 


GARFIELD PARK DISORDERLY CASES, 


The Matter, Affecting Some Sixty Defend- 
ants, Continued Until Friday. 

Justice Woodman listened to testimony yes- 
terday on the charge of disorderly conduct 
preferred by Thomas Windsor against the 
promoters, attachés, and habitues of Gar- 
field Park. Beside Col. M. L. Clark, A. Cole- 
man, Jeff Hankins, F. D. Foss, and Joseph 
Swigart, who were also alleged to 


be conducting. a gaming place, there 
were fifty-five additional defendants. 
Lieut. Stanton and Detective Stratton testified 
that they had found the prisoners at Gartield 
Park a week ago last Saturday. Alexander 
Sullivan, for the defendants, announced that 
he would put on no witnesses. Isidor H. 
Himes, for the city, demanded a continuance. 
He had urged this point before any testimony 
was taken, but was overruled. The court con- 
tinued the case until Friday. 

Hawthorne race-track is safe from police 
interference. It is 1,330 feet from the city 
line. Deputy Commissioner of Public Works 
Kuhns looked up the records on the question 
yesterday at Mayor Washburne’s request. He 
found that the quarter section in which the 
race-track lies, according to the legal descrip- 
‘ion, is part of the Town of Cicero, and is 
clearly outside the city. This discovery puts 
a stop to all talk of city interference. it can 
be attacked now only through Cicero town 
officers or county authorities. 


BUNT HIT TO BE ABOLISHED. 


Capt. Anson and Manager Hanlon Favor It. 
BALTIMURE. Md., Sept. 14.—[{Special. Manager 
Hanlon and Capt. Anson last night had a confer- 
ence over the advisability of abclishing the bunt 
hit. Both agreed that as far as the public was 
concerned it would be betterto do away with 
bunting, notwithstanding the bunt is scientifi- 
cally an advancement in the national game.

:|LABOR AND CAPITAL, 


VIEWS ENTERTAINED BY ROTHS- 
CHILD ON THE SUBJECT. 


The Baron Does Not Believe a Crisis Is at 
Hand and Thinks the LaBboring Man Is 
Content to Have Things as They Are 
The Panama Canal Again Before the 
Public and Digging Will Probably Be 
Resumed—Highlanders Indignant at the 
Doings of Certain Cockneys. 

([SPROIAL CABLE. } 

i Panis, Sept. 14.—Figaro published today an 
interview with Baron Alfonso Rothschild on 
the so-called social and economic crisis of the 
present. Baron Rothschild preluded his re- 
marks with the declaration that there was 
neither a social nor an economic crisis, as 
alarmists in all countries were pretending. 
There had been momentary crises resulting 
in unfortunate failures, as for instance the 
collapse of the Barings, but the general situa- 
tion in Europe had remained unchanged by 
them. The business world at present was far 
from in a bad condition. 

Ido not believe ‘in the so-called labor 
movement,“ Baron Rothschild continued. “I 
am confident that the workingmen, generally 
speaking, are satisfied with their condition, 
and have neither cause nor desire to complain. 
They are, I am convinced, indifferent to so- 
cialis. To be sure, some agitators make 
plenty of noise, but that amounts to nothing: 
they do not influence the honest and reason- 
able workmen. In considering the so-called 
labor movement it is necessary, however, to 
distinguish sharply good from bad workmen. 
Only the idle good-for-nothings desire the 
eight-hour day. Serious men, fathers of fam- 
ilies, work as Jong as they think necessary for 
their own and their children's needs. There 
is much loose talk nowadays about the danger 
of so much capital in the hands of a few men. 
This is all rubbish. Some men are richer, 
tomorrow this is all 
changed by vicissitudes which nobody can 
control. It is money which circulates that 
fructifies and money circulates with the same 
risk to all. It is money which one lends in 
confidence for so-called good thi which do 
not always turn out to be good. All that ap- 
plies to the great as well as the small ven- 
turer. Frighten and threaten capital and it 
vanishes. Capital is like water. Grasp it 
violently and it slips through your fingers; 


treat it gently, dig a canal in which to lead it, 


and it runs wherever you will. Capital is a 
country’s fortune. It represents the energy, 
intelligence, thrift, and labor of the 
people. Capital is labor. Apart from 
unhappy exceptions, which seem to 
be unavoidable, each shares in the 
capital according to his intelligence, energy, 
and work accomplished, If a workman be 
discontented with his share he may strike. It 
is unjust to compare a man with capital and 
intelligence, organization faculties, inven- 
tion, and knowledge, with any gross, brutal 
workman who — to his work only the 
unintelligent work of his hands.“ 

In conclusion Baron Rothschild said that 
the war on capital was brutal and baneful and 
that anti-Semitism was brutal and irrational.

COCKNEYS POSE AS HIGHLANDERS, 


Cowardice of These Men Disgraced Britain 
and the Uniforms They Wore,

Lonpon, Sept. 14.—Scotland is seething 
with indignation in consequence of a series of 
letters in London newspapers concerning the 
conduct of Scotch soldiers in the last Boer 
war. All the writers charge the Highland 
regiments with gross cowardice. One writer 
who was present at the Majuba Hill defeat of 
the British troops declares the Highlanders to 
be the worst cowards who ever wore uniforms. 
They acted like a herd of calves, he says. 
Many threw their arms and ran for dear life, 
blubbering and bellowing all the time. They 
did most toward losing the battle for the 
British troops, and lastingly besmirched the 
honor of the British army. Several 
writers go so far as to demand a Parliament- 
ary inquiry into the conduct of the Highland- 
ers in the Boer war. The defenders of the 
Highlander regiments contend that few 
Scotchmen have joined these regiments in the 
last thirty years, and call fora reform which 
will realize the plan of picking the Scotch 
soldiers carefully, paying them well, and mak- 
ing them what they are supposed to be, the 
élite of the British army. The Scotchmen, 
say their friends, decline to be answerable for 
the cowardice of Whitechapel Highianders and 
cockneys clad in lion’s skins. The Highlanders 
are represented as having an untarnished 
record in the field, although their successors in 
the Scotch regiments have dragged their names 
in disgrace and shame.

MR. BAYARD’S VENEZUELAN POLICY. 


It Pleases England About as Much as Do 
the Free Trade Theories, 

Wasutneton, D. C., Sept. 14.—[Special. ]— 
Ex-Secretary Thomas F. Bayard seems to 
have put his foot in it. Great surprise was 
felt in official circles here at the publication 
of an apparently authorized interview in 
which the ex-Secretary appears as the apol- 
ogist for British aggressions in Venezuela and 
as the critic of the massing of war vessels by 
the United States to guard the interests of its 
citizens. Mr. Bayard seeins to think that the 
British miners in Venezuelan territory were 
justified in partitioning the country to suit 
themselves. It does not apparently worry the 
ex-Secretary that it is contrary to the Monroe 
doctrine for the United States to permit 
any European country to partition any vor- 
tion of South America which suits itself. 
The Bayard interview will undoubtly be com- 
forting to the British. It will at least encour- 
age them to protons the uncertainty regarding 
Venezuela till after the November elections. 
Then, if Cleveland should be chosen, they 
might reasonably assume that the position 
taken by Clevelana’s Secretary of State will 
guide the new administration and there will 
be no hindrance to their grabbing al! the 
South American territory they want. So long 
as the Harrison administration is in power 
this will not be done. The Monroe doctrine 
will be asserted. Great Britain will trust to 
the return of Mr. Bayard to the State Depart- 
ment for the carrying out of its traditional 
policy of annexation.

MEMBERS OF THE REPUBLICAN

Mr. Raymond having accepted the duties of 
Treasurer, was on motion of a fellow com- 
initteeman requested to make a schedule of 
assessments on the candidates and to submit 
the same at the meeting this afternoon at No. 
79 Clark street. It was suggested that the as- 
sesstnents need not be large. The candidates 
are not rich men. The general feeling was in 
favor of a moderate assessment, and Mr. Ray- 
mond understands it that way. 

On the motion of Ald. Kerr, who unspar- 
ingly condemned the headquarters at No. 79 
Clark street, a special committee to secure 
headquarters for the campaign was appointed. 
The committee consists of Ald. Kerr, Martin, 
Madden. Chairman Badenoch, Secretary Van 
Cleave, and Treasurer Raymond. It is prob- 
able that the headquarters will be at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. The State committee 
agrees tu give up one of its large rooms for 
the local committee. Some additional rooms 
conveniently located can be procured also. 

It was resolved to appoint committees of 
five on Finance, Halis and Speukers, Natural- 
ization, and Organization; also a committee 
of three on Printing.

Today it became evident that 
the members thought too much power was 
given the Executive committee and they tried 
hard to get the appointment of the Secretary 
and Treasurer into their own hands. Influen- 
tial Chicago members were in favor of keep- 
ing the power in the hands of the committee. 
The fight on the question was kept up all the 
afternoon with a good bit of acrimony. 
Finally it was settled by the adoption ofa 
clause giving the Execvt'te committee power 
to appoint a Secretary and Treasurer from not 
less than three names presented by the con- 
vention.

PRESIDENT HARRISON ATTACKED 
BY A CATHOLIC PRIEST. 


The Rev. J. A. Stephan, Director of the 
Church’s Bureau of Indian Missions, 
Makes Charges of Bigotry Against the 
Administration in a Surreptitious Pam- 
phlet—Secretary Noble and Commis- 
sioner Morgan Included in the Assault 
—Reorganization of the Bureau Advised. 


Some days ago it was announced that a se- 
cret pamphlet was in circulation among Cath- 
olics designed to influence them against the 
reélection of President Harrison. This was 
indignantly denied by the Catholic Advocate, 
but it is true. It is difficult to obtain a copy, 
so closely is it guarded. It ia the annual re- 
port of the Rev. J. A. Stephan, Director of 
the Bureau of Catholic Indian Missions, sub- 
mitted to its President, the Rt.-Rev. Bishop 
M. Marty of South Dakota. The report was 
printed in Washington, D. C., by Gedney & 
Roberts, bears date July 27, 1892, and covers 
not only the work of the last year but reviews 
the relations of the bureau with the Indian Of- 
fice during the last three years. ‘ 

The report is mtended for secret circula- 
tion. The Church News, published in Wash- 
ington, under date of Sept. 10 prints a letter 
from the Rev. J. A. Stephan in which are 


these words: 

I noticed in the newspapers a statement that I 
had sent a confidential pamphlet to all the priests 
in the United States. This is as silly as it is 
false. What I wrote I wrote openly and frankly, 
based on facts and signed my name to it, and in 
darkness or behind the bush I have not nor 
will act. 

Nevertheless, in the report itself the rever- 
end father says: 

I am constrained to request that you will keep 
this report from the eye of the public ... 
This is the year of a Presidential election, and if 
this arraignment of the Indian Office were given 
to the public at this time party prejudice, per- 
verting the judgment of even the best of men, 
would denounce it as an attempt to furnish parti- 
san ammunition to one of the parties of the con- 
test. Therefore to you and through 
you to the other Bishops to whom the facts nere- 
in contained should be made known, I respectful- 
ly transmit this report, with the caution I have 
included in this its introductory paragraph. 

The report is an arraigninent of the admin- 
istration of President Harrison for its policy 
of Indian education. Itis well known that 
the Indians are educated at present in what 
are known as contract or church schools, car- 
ried on by religious denominations and sup- 
ported chiefly from public funds, andin pub- 
lic schools, non-partisan and non-sectarian, 
carried on by the General Government. 

Gen. Morgan, Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, has expressed himself as favorable to 
the extension of the government school system 
and while continuing to maintain former 
relations substantially unchanged with the 
contract schools, he has refused to increase 
their number, and in this policy he has been 
sustained both by Secretary Noble and by the 
President. 


Charges of Bigotry. 


For this reason Mr. Stephan speaks of the 
„ bigoted Commissioner and the not much 
less bigoted President.“ 

As showing the bigotry ”’ of the President he 
quotes from his annual message at the open- 
ing of the Fifty-first Congress, as foliows: 

The national schools for Indians have been 
very successful and should be so organized and 
conducted as to facilitate the transfer of the 
schools to the States or Territories in which they 
are located. . This condition of things 
will be attained slowly, but it will be hastened 
by keeping it in mind. And in the meantime that 
codperation between the government and the 
mission schools which has — much good 
should be cordially and impartially maintained. 

Mr. Stephan says that in a personal inter- 
view with the President he gave us not one 
word of hope that the schools built by us upon 
the invitation of the government would re- 
ceive any support from the National Treasury 
longer than up to the moment when the 
national schools could be multiplied to re- 
*lace ours,” . . . and quotes from the 
first report of Secretary Noble as follows: 

This [national] school systom, with its attend- 
ant practices, is worthy of adoption and expan- 
sion until it may be made to embrace all the In- 
dian youth. . It therefore seems but a step 
to extend this system so as to embrace and affect, 
with the codperauon of the church mission 
schools, the whole youth of the Indian tribes. 
This codperation has long existed, missions have 
placed much reliance upon it, and its sudden 
withdrawal would be neither generous nor fair. 
The national system may grow very rapidly and 

et others be most welcome as coworkers in this 
— cause; but the national system should 
have precedence, and in the case of conflict it 
should be preserved and advanced. 

Mr. Stephan comments on this as follows: 

Thus at the outset the President, the Secretary 
of the Interior, and the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs were in entire accord. The President would 
give us contracts in the meantime while the na- 
tional schools were being multiplied ; the Secretary 
would do the same, but in case of conflict would 


1155 precedence to the government schools, and, 


organ would do the rest. 

The above quotations exhibit the real griev- 
ance which the Bureau of Catholic Indian 
Missions has against the Harrison admunistra- 
tion—namely, that it has favored the pub- 
lie school system rather than the contract 
school system, and the facts adduced in Ste- 
phan’s report to substantiate this charge are 
the ammunition which he thinks may be used 
against the Republican party in the present 
Presidential cam paign. 

Abuse of Gen. Morgan. 

A large part of the report is taken up with 
personal abuse heaped upon Commissioner 
Morgan. The statements which have been re- 
peated many times are again put forth, charg- 
ing him with bigotry and falsehood, and the 
effort is made to show what he has deliber- 
ately attempted to destroy the Catholic 
schools. These statements, however, have 
been met and successfully controverted again 
and again. It is evident that the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions has kept up the 
fight for three years against the Commis- 
sioner, not because it felt that it had a just 
cause, but for the sake of the effect it might 
have upon Congress. When Archbishop Ire- 
land, Bishop Chappelle,and the Rev. Dr. O’Gor- 
man called upon the Commissioner and had a 
friendly interview, they reached readily an 
agreetnent which was mutually satisfactory. 
Mr. Stephan denounces this act of Archbishop 
Ireland and his colleagues and insists that it 
was a mistake. He says: 

1 believe it would have been wiser to have kept 
away from Commissioner Morgan; to have kept 
him at arm’s length; to have transacted our busi- 
ness by carefully guarded correspondence; and if 
aggrieved at any time to have appealed to Con- 
gress.

Inthis con- 
nection I shall give the bureau my views orally at 
our annual meeting. Then if we return to our 
policy and continue the unswerving champion of 
Christian education according to the principles 
laid down by the Third Plenary Council of Balti- 
more, we will speedily, in the providence of God, 
triumph in the right, and the work the fathers 
began by planting the cross on San Salvador will 
not perish from the earth. .

IRRIGATION MAKES A GARDEN OF 
THE AMERICAN DESERT, 


Two Thousand Eight Hundred Miles of 
Canals Water More than a Million 
Acres of Land—Fruitfal Valley of the 
Snake River—Fertile Soil and Fine 
Products—A Good Place for Men of 
Small Means—Mammoth Reservoirs in 
the Foot Hills—Cost of Living. 


Frank Hall of Mountain Home, Idaho, is on 
a visit to Chicago, where he lived until about 
two years ago. He is delighted with that new 
State, its climate, and the health that abounds 
there, and graphically telis, by figures as well 
as words, how what was once a part of the 
great American desert now, through the 
agency of irrigation, blooms like a rose. His 
observations were more particularly confined 
to the valley of Snake River, a stream, he 


says, which carries a larger volume of water 
than any river in America except the Missis- 
sippi. It flows through Montana, Wyoming, 
Idaho, Oregon, blessing and fructifying each 
as it runs its serpentine course till it empties 
into the Columbia. 

„In Idaho,” said Mr. Hall, there are 
already over 2,800 miles of canals and ditches, 
which irrigate about 1,100,000 acres of land. 
There are about 7,000,000 more acres in the 
State still unirrigated but suitable for it, most 
of which is in the hands of the government, 
and 2,000,000 of these can and, in time, prob- 
ably will be irrigated by private enterprise, 
principally from mountain streams and by 
those wealthy enough to own tracts of from 
10,000 to 40,000 acres. 

% The whole valley of the Snake River could 
be irrigated from the river itself, but the. cost 
of such an undertaking could only be borne 
by the United States Government. Todo so 
would require an expenditure, it is estimated, 
of over $1,000,000,000. But great, however, as 
the expense would be the result would pay. 
The valley of the Snake now averages abont 
forty miles in width of land available for cul- 
tivation, and extends from the mouth of the 
Weiser River in West Idaho, 500 miles, to the 
o nfluence of the Teton. The average fall in 
Snake River from the Teton down to Ameri- 
can falls is about six feet, trom the American 
falls to Glen’s ferry fourteen feet, and from 
there to the Weiser four feet. The country 
above the American falls is so little higher 
than the river that lands are susceptible to ir- 
rigation by canais direct from the stream. 

** The formation of the country shows it to 
be the first upheaval on the continent. The 
soil is composed of decomposed lava and lava 
ashes and the decayed remains of trees and 
leaves from the mountains. It is a notably 
fertile country under irriga‘ion. Fruits grow 
in greatest excellence there, and espeqally 
prunes. With the exception of one little tract 
in France no other part of the world can pro- 
duce such prunes. 

Good for a Poor Man. 

„It is a good country for the poor man and 
small farmer, but the government places so 
many restrictions and requirements that it is 
almost impossible for a poor man to prove up 
a title to desert lands. The government grant 
comprises 320 acres, but that is too much to 
give any one person. Eighty acres of irri- 
gated land is all that a farmer or fruit-grower 
can care for, and on twenty acres of such land 
a family can live well and save some money. 
During the year, in the vailey, there are 
about 285 days of sunshine. The tem- 
perature 1 goes up to 110°, but 
not even thén is the heat oppressive on ac- 
count of the dryness of the atmosphere, and 
one can always secure refreshing sleep at 
night under blarikets. The temperature in 
winter never goes below zero. Mechanics in 
the towns can get $4 a day and laborers from 
$2 to $2.25, and there is generally plenty of 
employment. Living, outside of clothing and 
rents, is about as cheap as in Chicago. 

“The principal irrigating works now in 
course of construction are the Payette Canal, 
from the Payette River above Emmett 
through the Payette Valley; the New York 
ditch in Boise Valley, connecting with §the 
Boise River; the Owyhee ditch in Owy 
County, taking water from the Bruneau River 
and running through Bruneau Valley. The 
Idaho Fails, Boise, and Nanpa companies are 
also adding to and lengthening their canals. 
The Elmore County Irrigation company at 
Mountain Home has practically the only sys- 
tem of storage of water in the State. It has 
already completed over twenty miles of canals 
varying from forty feet wide and five feet 
deep to eight feet wide and four feet deep. 
The water used is that of the Rattlesnake and 
Cafhion Creek watersheds. The company has 
constructed a reservoir which covers 457 acres 
with an average depth of twenty-two 
feet, the deepest spot fifty-six 
— „ is high, feet wide at the 

ttom eet hig and riprapped 
a foot deep on the inside. From each side 
extends wings 2,000 feet long and ten feet 
hig This reservoir is supplied by creeks 
and springs and contains enough water 
for the irrigation of 10,000 acres tor the sea- 
son, The company is building two other 
reservoirs farther up in the foothills, one 
known as the Hubbell basin and the other as 
the Long Tom. The first will have five times 
the capacity of the one already described, and 
the latter fully twenty times as much. When 
completed they will give water for the ir- 
rigation of 400,000 acres, 

“A man of limited means should not at- 
tempt to irrigate all the land the government 
grants him, for it costs for first introducing 
the water about $25 an acre. ‘Three crops of 
alfalfa and clover are grown every year, and 
vegetables as well as fruits are of the best as 
well as plentiful.”

SEALED HANDICAPS FOR CYCLISTS. 


They Are Adopted by the Illinois Club for 
Its Annual Road Race. 

The latest wrinkle in cycling will be tried next 
Saturday.afternoon by the IIlinois club, which 
proposes to adopt the sealed handicap system, re- 
cently imported from England, in its annual ten- 

mile road race. If the dissatisfaction which now 
exists among the scratch-men and those who are 
supposed to be close to them may be taken as tho 
measure of the discontent which will reign after 
the race is over there will be a howl that will be 
heard between this. and Jefferson, for it is con- 
ceded by all that, while the system works admira- 
bly enough in short races, it is bound to slow the 
time of the men who have any speed in them at 
long distances.

AZRAEL’S BAD DEFEAT 


— 


HIGHLAND’S VICTORY CAUSED 
HAWTHORNE’S TALENT PAIN, 


The Forester Filly, Heavily Played, Ran a 
Cheap Race and Was Easily Beaten— 
Royal Flush Also Performs Badly—Five 
Favorites Were Beaten—Pekin, Verge 
D'or, Little Crete, Ulster, and Gilford 
Were the Other Winners—Latonia 
Choices Also Fall—General Turf News. 


There were four or five costly racing jokes 
as far as form was concerned at Hawthorne 
yesterday. The broadest and costliest came 
a condition affair of 
three-quarters of a mile. As usual the sprint- 
ers caused the trouble. Eight horses came 
out in the rough mud that was not sticky and 
was not thin, but was just mud of the thick, 
rough, and natural kind peculiar to Chicago’s 
suburban prairies. Of the eight three were of 
local turf acquaintance and more or less relia- 
bility. There was Highland, the fleet and 
faint-hearted; Azrael, who had beaten Helter 
Skelter with supreme ease Monday; and 
Royal Flush, fast, strong, and reliable in all 
kinds of footing. The others, according to 
local turf wisdom, were “‘not in it. The 
trio’s quality struck the ring in the same way 
as it did the public. The thirty-two books— 
there were never so many before at Haw- 
thorne—generally posted opening odds about 
this way:; Azrael, 8 to 5; Highland, 2 to 1; 
Royal Flush. 2 to 1.“ 

Money poured in from all sides and corners 
to back Azrael. Her price fell point by point 
to evens, one or two bookmakers rounding up 
their sheets on the end with 11 to10 against 
her. Ali sorts and conditions of men per- 
spired in their ardor to get on the good thing. 
The stable, which had not backed the filly 
when she beat Helter Skelter at 12 to 1, put 
$400 on her. Naturally the odds against 
Highland rose to 344 to 1 and about Royal 
Flush to 4 to 1. 

Then bettors settled themselves to see an- 
other favorite win. It was only a question 
with them by how much Azrael would win. 

The Flush horse was off in front, wobbled 
there for a few strides, and then dropped 
back into fourth place, where he finished, 
clumsily ridden at best and evidently not 
meant. Azrael raced comfortably before 
Highland well into the stretch, where the big 
mare ran over her and won in an actual gal- 
lop. There was gloom among the talent and 
comfort in the ring after the race. The 
judges might well have scrutinized the race ran 
by Royal Flush. 

Favorites Fell All Around. 

It was, all in all, as bad a day as bettors 
have had in a long time, as the Latonia favor- 
ites, heavily played in the foreign book, fell 
with those on the local track and half of the 
choices at Gravesend and Gloucester, Only 
one Hawthorne favorite got through. ‘That 
was Verge d’Or, odds on. He, as good as of 
old in these days of mud and uncertainty, 
won in a gallop. The other four races fell to 
fairly well played horses. But there was 
almost as much financial pain about the de- 
feats of Ivanhoe and Hawthorne as was 
caused by Azrael. 

The winners, their riders and post prices, 
were: Pekin (Bunn), 10 to 1; Verge d'Or 
(Morris), 4 to 5; Little Crete (Kunze), 444 to 
1; Ulster (Tod Sloan), 5 to 1; Highland (T. 
Griffin), 34g to 1; and Gilford (Fox), 8 to 1. 

The opening race, five furlongs, selling, for 
2-year-olds, gathered a more than fair and 
well-balanced lot of eleven, with Charles Mc- 
Cafferty’s Laura B., a too strong favorite at 
llto 5. Corrigan’s Emma, Pat Dunne’s Miss 
Spot, the Liberty Stable colt Bismarck, and 
the Brown filly Johnetta, the ‘rst starter 
from the stable since the chief’s death, were 
all played well, the latter especially so at even 
money toshow. Narvaez, after keeping the 
tield at the post for half an hour, got off in 
front, with Bismarck and Johnetta next and 
Laura B. eighth. The field bunched up onthe 
turns, around which Issie O., Johnetta, and 
Bismarck were the leaders, and swung into the 
straight in a jagged line, Miss Spot being car- 
ried wide and into the worst of the footing. 
At the eighth pole Pekin and Mr. Barnes drew 
away together and in a hard drive Pekin won 
by along neck, Mr. Barnes two lengths be- 
fore Johnetta. Emma stumbled on the stretch. 
The favorite was in the ruck at the end. 

Williain Mulkey’s Verge d’Or, just now as 
good as he was last season and the one before 
that, won the nine furlong handicap in a gal- 
lop. The going was asif made to his order 
and he had a vheap trio against him, Patrick, 
the only race horse in the jot, being anchored 
with 120 poands on his back. Yet the ring, 
after holding the black at 1 to 2 and 3 to 5 in 
the betting’s early stages, lengthened the odds 
against him to 4 to 5 at the post. Old Pinker 
ton was off in front, and made the pace, with 
Verge d’Or at his side, and trailing to the half, 
where Perkinson moved up Patrick. The 
three raced in a bunch around the stable turn 
where Patrick’s load asserted itself and Pink- 
erton was done,and Verge d’Or, galloping past 
him, Came on and won in a common gailop by 
four lengths, Pinkerton as far before Patrick, 
Ed Bell a reinote last. 

How Little Crete Beat Ivanhoe, 

The third race, three-quarters. selling, gath- 
ered a fast lot and br. ught out fierce betting. 
Old Lemon, or Ivanhoe, on the strength of 
his good race behind Tim Murphy last Satur- 
day, was the steady favorite at from 2 to 1 tw 
8to5. Leo Mayer and a shrewd division 
played Vaucluse down from 12 to 8 to 1. and 
played their money all three ways. Frank 
Shaw plunged mildly on Little Crete, with his 
own boy up, at from 6 to 4%¢ to 1, and Sil- 
verado and Johnny Greener were well backed. 


To a good start Ivanhoe, Vaucluse, and Sil- 


verado were the leaders, Silverado rushing to 
the front and leading to the half, clear of 
Ivanhoe, at whose side was Vaucluse. Around 
the turns Ivanhoe again assumed command 
and was nearly an open length to the good at 
the head of the stretch, with Vaucluse and Sil- 
verado together and clear of Little Crete. The 
four were lapped and lined across the track at 
the eighth pole, where Ivanhoe seemed to be 
bumped and pinched by Tod Sloan on Vau- 
cluse and Fox on Silverado. At the stand’s 
end old Ivanhoe was fading, and Little Crete 
drew away, Wiuning in a fierce drive by half a 
length, Vauciuse second, a head before Ivan- 
hoe, whose nose was before Silverado. The 
judges took no action on the fouling of Ivan- 
hoe and no claim was made, 

The mile race for all ages pinched the wise 
men hard. They played Pat Dunne’s good 
2-year-old Hawthorne into odds on favoritism 
only to see him beaten a stone’s throw by the 
California 3-year-old Ulster, at 5 to 1 in the 
betting. There was no form around the win- 
ner, — defeat by Tom Mackin in a shabby 
race last Monday was sharply in the public 
eye. Hawthorne and First Ward were off in 
front and raced for dear life to the back- 
stretch, where First Ward. cut it and Blaze 
Duke and Ulster headed Hawthorne and 
fought it out together. At the eighth pole 
Ulster had the Duke beaten and won handily 
by a length and a half, Blaze Duke six lengths 
in front of Hawthorne, First Ward three 
lengths away. 

The fifth race,a three-quarter condition 
uffair, gathered Royal Flush, Azrael, and 
Highland together, and as startling a turn up 
as racing eye ever had forced upon it was the 
result.

Luster Gave the Western Crack a Hard 
Race, Though—Mayor Hugh Grant Woa 
Heavily on His Colt Reginald—Pierre 
Lorillard’s Joy Spread- Eagles a Field 
in the Mud—Gravesend’s Other Winners 
Were Helen Rose, Reckon, and Alcalde 
—Gloucester Racing Results. | 

New York, Sept. 14.—[Special. ]|—As the sea- 
son of 1892 draws to a close the racing be- 
comes more and more tameand uninteresting, 
At Gravesend today there was a poor program, 
a small crowd, light betting, and sport that 
was far from exciting. Last night’s rain had 
left the track in a very sloppy condition. John 
McCafferty’s filly, Helen Nichols, was meet- 
ing a very common lot in the Willow Stakes 
at three-quarters of a mile, but, although she 
was a strong favorite at 9 to 10, she won none 
too easily, and it is evident that she has not 
yet fully recovered from her recent illness. 
The faint-hearted Minnehaha essayed to 
make the running, but Helen Nichols 
and Propriety stuck to her so closely that she 
quit even sooner than usual. Then Helen 
Nichols took command and, getting a clear 
lead as they swung into the homestretch,won 
with considerable urging by a length from 
Luster, who finished very strong. Japonica 
was a close third. 

As three favorites besides Helen Nichols 

proved successful, the few backers that were 
present had a good day ot it. Midgley rode 
two winners. 
Glamor was favorite at 8to5 for the mile 
dash, for maidens, but a lot of money went on 
the Kancocoas representative, Joy, at 13 to 5, 
because it was said she could go weil in the 
mud. Joy strung out the field from the fall 
of the flag, and, running under a restraining 
pull all the way, won in a gallop by eight 
lengths. Glamor, after trying in vain to get 
up to the leader in the stretch, finished sec- 
ond five lengths before Algoma. 

Mayor Grant was late in getting to the track 
and thereby came near missing a good thing, 
for he arrived only just in time to put down a 
swell bet on his colt Reginald, who was favor- 
ite at 8 to 5 in the selling race for 2-year-olds, 
Reginald followed Joy’s example by stringing 
out the field in the first furlong and making 
every furlong post a winning post. Byron Mc- 
Cielland’s colt, Evanatus, made a strong bid 
at the finish, but could not prevent the favor- 
ite from winning rather handily by a length. 
Tar and Tartar was third eight lengths away. 
It cost Mayor Grant $3,005 to retain Reginald, 
as Jeter Walden, whose colt Extra was recent- 
ly claimed out of a selling race by the Mayor, 
got his revenge by bidding the winner up. 

Helen Rose and Reckon Won Easily, 

The talent were in doubt bétween Helen 
Rose and Key West in the heavyweight handi- 
cap at three-quarters of a mile, and they 
finally closed equal favorites at 344 to 1 each. 
The race was between them most of the way, 
they leading together to within the last furlong, 
when Lyceum joined them. Key West was 
the first to tire, and Helen Rose drawing away 
won well in hand by two lengths and a half, 
while Lyceum took second place, the same 
distance in front of Key West. 

On the strength of her well known ability as 
a mud horse Lottery Magnate Morris’ filly 
Reckon was favorite at 13 to 10 in the handi- 
cap ata mile and a sixteenth, for which Kil- 
deer was also well-played at 11 to 5. Reckon 
was in front when the flag went down and 
Littletield kept her there until she had passed 
the judges’ stand, the easiest of winners by 
half a dozen lengths. In a hard drive for the 
place honors, Joe Carter beat Kildeer three 
parts of a length. 

The six furlongselling race looked such a 
good thing for Hoey that he was an over- 
whelming favorite at 9 to 10, but he got the 
mud in his face at the start, sulked on the 
turn for home, and could not be driven home 
any better than third. Alcalde, a 36 tol 
shot, was never headed and won easily by 
three * from Batsman, a rank outsider 
at 8 to 1. }

ELECTRIC LINES FOR THE SOUTH SIDE. 


President Wheeler Says Work Will Begin 
on Them as Soon as Possible. 

President Wheeler of the Chicago City rail- 
way company returned yesterday from Cleve- 
land, where he nas been with Supt. Bowen in- 
specting electric railways. The Chicago City 
railway company is in thorough earnest in its 
movement toward the adoption of electric 
motors on its cross-town lines and it intends 
to push this work with the greatest speed pos- 
sible. 

„% We are narrowing the matter down now,“ 
said President Wheeler yesterday, so that 
we have almost reached a definite decision re- 
garding the electrical system which we will 
put in. That decision will be made now im- 
mediately and work is to be pushed with vig- 
or. Cleveland offers a particularly good field 
for the study of electric street railway sys- 
tems. The lines are operated by four differ- 
ent systems and all of them seem to be doing 
satisfactory work. People who led in the op-

position to the introduction of electricity on 
car lines there arc now completely won over 
and would make as strong a fight against the 
return to the old horse-car lines as they did in 
the first place against the adoption of elec- 
tricity. 

The first electric lines to be completed by 
our company will be the Sixty-first and Sixty- 
third street lines. It is imperative that we 
have some adequate means for carrying the 
2 from State street to the Fair grounds. 

eare now laying a track from Cottage 
Grove avenue to the Illinois Central tracks on 
Sixty-first, so there will be a straight line on 
Sixty-first, from State street to Jackson Park. 
The contract calls for the completion of this 
line by Oct. 10, and it will be equipped with 
horse cars pending the construction of the 
electric system. it will be allready to carry 
the crowds to the dedication ceremonies. 
Our plan for the terminal of the Sixty-first 
street line is to run east on that 
street to Madison avenue, then 
toward the north along the 
line of the branch of the IIlinois Central, 
going over our own right of way, which we 
have purchased, to South street. That ‘s the 
short street just west of the Illinois Central 
main track, and we will run a block north on 
that street and terminate with a stub end 
switch on the south line of the Midway Plais- 
ance. This gives us a terminal point within 
250 feet of the Illinois Central’s main station 


at the Fair grounds and is as near the Fair 


grounds as our terminal should be located, if 
we are to avoid undue congestion. With 
electric motors a stub end switch is fully as 
desirable as a loop, for the cars can be run 
backwards as readily as forwards. 

„For the Sixty-third street line. however, 
we will have two loops. The road will be 
carried straight east on Sixty-third street 
under the Illinois Central tracks, to Grace 
street, which is the first street west of Stony 
Island avenue. Here it will turn both south 
and north on Grace street running to Sixty- 
fourth and Sixty-second, then East on 
those streets to Stony Island avenue 
and loop back to Sixty-third. I am 
afraid that we may be delayed in getting under 
the Illinois Central tracks. There is nothing 
in the way of the rapid completion of the 
Sixty-first street line, however, ana that will 
be equipped with electric motors at the earli- 
est moment possible. The track that we are 
laying there is of extra heavy construction and 
the motors and cars will be proportionately 
heavy. We expect to equip these two lines so 
that they can carry everything that is brougnt 
to them without the least difficulty. 

Our plans also contemplate lines on Forty- 
seventh ana Thirty-fifth streets, but there are 
some obstacles there that we do not see our 
way through yet. A portion of the Thirty- 
fifth street line, from Michigan avenue to 
Grand boulevard, is a part of the boulevard 
system, and the Park Commissioners have in- 
formed us that they will enjoin the laying of 
any track on that part of the street. This 
effectually blocks us for the present, and, if 
matters remain as they are now, nothing but 
legislative action could give us permission to 
lay tracks on that street. The Park Commis- 
sioners, I understand, would be willing to 
abandon Thirty-fifth street and make some 
other street connecting Michigau avenue and 
Grand boulevard a part of the boulevard sys- 
tem, but that also would require legislative 
action. On Forty-seventh street it was our 
original intention to run a line clear to 
the lake, but there has been objection by 
some of the Hyde Park property owners, and 
we will not for the present run it further than 
Cottage Grove avenue. Our plan now isto put 
electrical equipment on Forty-seventh street 
from Western boulevard to Cottage Grove 
avenue. The power house to ran these various 
hnes will be at State and Fifty-second streets. 
Thecompany already owns the property there. 
I cannot say exactly how long it will be before 
the first electric cars will be in operation, but 
I will say that the work will be pushed now as 
rapidly as it 1s possible to do it. Theelectrical 
companies say they can equip a line in three 
or four months, but, if they get as far behind 
orders assome of the car manufacturing com- 
panies with which we have had experience it 
will take longer than that. A large number 
of new cars should have been delivered to us 
the first of this month, but we are not likely 
to get them for some time yet.“

ERECTION OF LARGE WAREHOUSES. 


A New Hotel on the Leroy Payne Property 
—University of Chicago Buildings. 

The Anchor Line of Steamships is consider- 
ing the erection of one of the largest ware- 
houses ever planned for the city north of the 
river. It is to have a river frontage of 290 
feet, by a depth of 180 feet, and will be four 
stories high. It is to be located between Clark 
street and La Salle avenue. The same com- 
pany has a large warehouse of similar propor- 
tions between La Salle avenue and Wells 
street. The structure will be of mill work, 
semi-fireproof. 

J. Grafton Parker was in Milwaukee yester- 
day conferring with the Northwestern Insur- 
ance company regarding a proposed loan on 
the Leroy Payne property. On this loan 
hinges the building of the Leroy hotel, for 
which plans have been drawn. The insurance 
company which is considering the advisabili- 
ty of loaning the amount necessary for build- 
ing operations is said never to have made a 
leasehold loan, and is also said to be unwilling 
to make an exception on the Michigan avenue 
property. Mr. Parker’s mission has been to 


. argue the company intothe idea that a loan 


on a leasehold interest such as Mr. Payne has 
is almost as good as aloan on the fee. The 
Payne lease was made some ten years ago at a 
valuation of not much more than a tenth of 
the valuation which could now be put on the 
property. Itis rumored that a company is 
being formed to manage the livery business 
of Leroy Payne, which is to be moved. Mr. 
Payne himself states that he 1s going out of 
the livery business entirely in case the hotel 
is built as planned.

CONTINENTAL ASSOCIATION, 


Explanation for Their Action Made by the 
Canadian Pacific, Northern Pacific, and 
Great Western Roads—Impending Col- 
lapse of Western Associations—Sugges- 
tions for Formation of a Pooling Com- 
bination—The Santa Fe Is Sustained— 
Notes. 

Chairman Vining of the Transcontinental 
Association subinitted yesterday to the mem- 
bers copies of letters received from the Cana- 
dian Pacific and Northern Pacific railroads 
giving notice of withdrawal from the associa- 
tion by those lines, to take effect Jan. 1, 1893; 
also a telegram from Traftic Manager Finley 
of the Great Northern giving similar notice of 


withdrawal. 

In his notice Traffic Manager Olds of the 
Canadian Pacific says that he did not feel au-

of his company of the Canadian Pacific’s in- 
tention to publish certain rates which it 
would charge while and so long as the 
Southern Pacitic and other lines con- 
tinued to carry import freight from 
British and continental ports at through rates 
below those applicable to domestic traffic.

The Southern Pacific, Mr. Olds 
rays, seems to insist upon maintaining 
through rates on imports such as to not ouly 
seriously compromise his company’s position 
with the Government and ‘the people 
Canada, but to seriously in- 
jure its through traffic to British 
Columbia; furthermore that line is admittedly 
acting in open defiance of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law, and of the Commissivners’ explicit 
orders to cease disobeying the law. He can 
see no reason why his company should be 
forced to abandon any traffic, or to accept the 
alternative of competing for it under circum- 
stances that may bring the Canadian Pacitic 
into confliet with the Government of the 
United States. For these reasons the Cana- 
dian Pacitic gives formal notice of withdrawal 
from the Transcontinental association, both 
as to freight and passenger traffic, on and 
after Jan. 1, 1893. 

General Traftic Manager Hannaford of the 
Northern Pacific in his letter says’ his com- 
pany having carefully considered its relations 
Association has ar- 
nved at the conclusion that the Great North- 
ern railway having given notice of its inten- 
tion of withdrawing from membership after 
Dec. 31, 1892, and the Canadian Pacific having 
followed with a similar notice that it cannot 
protect its interests in competition with those 
companies and remain in the association. His 
company having failed in its attempt to ar- 
range with the association permanently for 
what it considers a fair and just settiement of 
the division of the Pacific Mail steamship 
company’s space rental it must avail 
itself of article 8 of the agreement and give 
notice of its desire to withdraw from mem- 
bership of the association Jan. 1, 1893. 

The notice given by Traffic Manager Finley 
of the Great Northern is short and to the point 
and vouchsafes no explanation whatever for 
the company’s action. it reads as follows: 

“In accordance with the provisions of Art. 
8 and the amendment thereto, notice is here- 
by given on behalf of the Great Northern 
railway of its intention to withdraw, Jan. 1, 
1893, from the agreement of the Transconti- 
nental Association, both as to passenger and 
freight traffic.’’ 

Chairman Vining calis attention to the fact 
that the notice of the Northern Pacific does 
not specify whether it 1s its desire to withdraw 
from the agreement as far as it may be a 
plied to passenger or freight traffic or both, 
although it is quite plain that it means to 
withdraw from both. 

Mr. Vining also announces that in accord- 
ance with the provisions of a resolution 
adopted Jan. 20, 1888, the Chairman will, 
prior to the expiration of the ninety days, con- 
vene tiſe members of the association to decide 
what action shall be taken. Unless a desire 
is expressed, he says, by two or more of the 
members for an earlier date such meeting 
will probably not be called until some time in 
November. 


TRAFFIC ASSOCIATIONS IN PERIL. 

Formation of a General Pool Suggésted by 
. Judge Springer. 

There can no longer be any doubt that both 


the Transcontinental and Western Traffic 


associati.ns, and probably most of the other 
Western associations will go out of existence 
before the end of this year. All the associa- 
tions, with the probable exception of the 
Western Freight Association, are on the break- 
ers, and there is but little prospect of their 
being rescued from their perilous position. 
Western railroad managers are already pon- 
dering over the question of what is necessary 
to be done to prevent general demoralization 
ef rates throughout the West. They are unani- 
mously of the opinion that without the re- 
straining influence of an association or iron- 
clad traffic agreement it will not be possible 
to maintain rates. It is admitted that the 
existing complications were brought about by 
having too many associations, the interests 


of which were so. conflicting that they could 


not be harmonized. The general opinion is 
that there should be but one association to 
cover all the territory between Chicago and 
the Pacific coast, or at least between Chicago 
and the Colorado points, with subdivisions for 
the various sections, to be entirely under the 
jurisdiction of the general association. To

Springer goes further than that and proposes: 
Any party or parties hereto who shall secure any 
traffic competitive between it and them, the party 
or parties so securing such traffic shall pay over 
to the trustee for the use and benefit of the 
parties hereto damaged thereby an amount of 
money equal to 60 per cent of the gross amount of 
money which yeah parte or parties would have 
received had it or they transported the same at 
the rates of compensation required by said sec- 
tion one to be charged therefor, which sum or 
sums are hereby liquidated and fixed at the actual 
damages sustained by the party or parties so de- 
(prived of such traffic. 
That this means a pool in the full sense of 
the word must be plain to any person en- 
dowed with common sense.

Treasury Officials Do Not Think Notes Are 
circulated Without Them. 

Wismneron, D. C., Sept. 14.—[Special.]— 
Nothing of an official character has been re- 
ceived by the Chief of the Secret Service of the 
Treasury Department relative to: the alleged 
circulation of counterfeit $2 silver certificates 
or notes minus the signature or numbers of 
the Registrar of the Treasury. Had there 
been anything of aserious nature in such a 
case, remarked Col. Brooks, our agent at 
Chicago would have promptly informed us 
and asked for instructions. It is not unusual 
for the department to receive for redemption 
notes minus signatures and numbers which 
have been removed by people who have ex- 
perimented with the notes simply because they 
had no better occupation for their time.“ 

It was ascertained that some time ago a 
sheet of notes containing three $5 and one 
$10 backs was reversed when the faces came 
to be printed and these four pieces of money 
or its equivalent have become famous. A 
similar error occurred by the transfer of a $20 
back to the faces of three $10 notes, and they 
were put in circulation without detection. 
One of them, however, fell into the hands of a 
New York banker, who returned the note stat- 
ing that he was not engaged in collecting 
freaks. When a note is printed at the Bu- 
reau of Engravmg and Printing there are 
three impressions of a certain denomination, 
say $5, and one of $10, $20, or some other de 
nomination, making four faces or four backs, 
as the case may be, on one sheet. 

These are carefully examined before being 
sent out for distribution by the Treasury De 
partment, and it is the rarest thing in the 
world for any defect to pass unnoticed. Cer- 
tainly nothing like the omission of a signa- 
ture or a number on the national bank notes 
would be overlooked, and in the case of Treas- 
ury notes after being examined at the Bureau 
they have to undergo another ordeal at the 
Treasurer’s office. 


MILITARY DEPARTMENT OF MISSOURI. 


Annual Report of the Condition of the 
Troops Under Gen. Miles’ Command. 

Gen. Nelson A. Miles’ annual report of the 
condition of affairs in the Department of Mis- 
souri will be forwarded to Washington toaay. 
The report treats of the condition of the 
troops under Gen. Miles’ commfna, the dis- 
cipline maintained at the various posts, and 
what the relation of the Indians in Indian 
Territory we toward the government. One 
of the most important features of the report 
is said to be a lengthy statement regarding 
the swindling operations of a ring of lawyers, 
who are said to have gotten $67,000 from the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians on a pretense 
that they had settled certain Indian claims 
against the government. After Capt. Lee 
made his investigations and found that there 
had been many suspicious transactions in the 
negotiations with Indians he sent a long 
statement to Washington. Nothing has been 
heard of the report, however, and the belief 

is that it has been pigeonholed.

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TO CHANGE THE PLAN. 


SCHEME ADVOCATED BY DRAINAGE 
TRUSTEE PRENDERGAST. 


He Thinks Chicago Can Secure Temporary 
Relief from the Pollution of Its Water 
Supply—How It Would Benefit the City 
if Cholera Should Break Through Quar- 
antine—The Judiciary Committee Sub- 
mits a Report Asking for an Opinion 
from the Legal Advisers of the Board— 
Lame Conclusion in a Smoke Case. 


Temporary relief to Chicago from pollution 
of its water supply by sewage was again dis- 
cussed yesterday by the Drainage Board. 
Trustees Cooley, Wenter, Altpeter, and Eck- 
hart held that the. board had not the right to 
furnish relief, while Mr. Prendergast held that 
the board could find legal means to soive the 
problem. In the face of possible cholera an 
effort should be made. 

Mr. Prendergast introduced the following 
resolution on the subject. It was seconded by 


Mr. Gilmore: 

Resolved, That the Chief Engineer be and he is 
hereby directed to report at the next regular 
meeting of the board what if anything can be 
done to discharge'the contents of the Chicago 
River into the Lilinvis and Michigan Canal or the 
Desplaines River, or both, in the minimum quan- 
tity of 150,000 cubic feet per minute by pumping 
or otherwise prior to the completion of the main 
outlet channel of this district and so as to pro- 
vide such discharge not later than early in the 
summer season of 1893. And if the Chief Engineer 
finds that such discharge is feasibie from the en- 
gineering standpoint t the attorney and gen- 
eral counsel of the board advise the board 
whether of itself or in conjunction with the City 
of Chicago the board has authority to do the 
work or any part thereof necessary to secure 
such discharge. 

In support of the resolution Mr. Prender- 
gast said that there was no reason why the 
engineer could not find a way to give the city 
temporary relief that would meet with a 
favorable opinion from the attorneys of the 
board. 

Both Mr. Eckhart and Mr. Cooley objected 
to the resolution. They were anxious, tney 
said, to give the city temporary relief, and 
would even strain the lawto accomplish it. 
But in the face of opinions from A. A. Good- 
rich, J. P. Wilson, and Mr. Carter that they 
could not legally do so it was useless to dis- 
cues the matter further. 

The resolution was tadled, Mr. Prendergast 
alone voting for it. 

The Judiciary committee submitted a re- 
port, as follows: 

Your committee, to whom was referred an order 
directing the attorney and general counsel of the 
board to present to this board their joint opinion 
as to the interpretation of the law of the 600,000 
cubic feet channel through a rocky stratum. would 
recommend that the attorney and géneral coun- 
sel be direct to present to this board their opin- 
ion on the following questions: 

1. Does the provision of the law that if any 

portion of any channel shall be cut through a ter- 
ritory with a rocky stratum, where such rocky 
stratum is above grade sutlicient to produce a 
depth of water from Lake Michigon of not less 
tifan eighteen feet, such rtion of said channel 
shall have a capacity of ,000 cubic feet anda 
width of not less than 160 feet at the bottom capa- 
ble of producing a depth of not less than eighteen 
feet of water, mean a territory with a con- 
tinued rock stratum? If it should be developed 
that the channel as laid out and estab- 
lished ran through territory without a 
rocky stratum for three or four miles 
between Willow Springs and Summit and at 
Summit through about a fourth of a mile of terri- 
tory with a rocky stratum, does the law require 
the channel to be of 600,000 cubic capacity the 
entire distance from Willow Springs to Summit, 
and, if not, does the law require the channel to 
be of 600,000 feet capacity through the fourth of a 
mile with rocky stratum at Summit? Is the ter- 
ritory shown on the profile between Willow 
Springs and Summit such a territory with a 
rocky stratum as is contemplated by that provis- 
ion of the law above referred to. 
2. If the population of the Sanitary district ex- 
ceeds 1.500, 000 before the completion of the main 
channel must that part of the channel which is 
not laid out and established across the territory 
with a rocky stratum be constructed so that its 
capacity shall be not less than 20,000 cubic feet 
per minute for each 100,000 of the population of 
the district before any water or sewage can be ad- 
mitted therein? Must sajd channel throughout 
be always maintained of an aggregate capacity of 
20,000 cubic feet per minute of each 100,000 popu- 
lation in the sanitary district? 

3. Must the entire channel be made of the ca- 
acity of 600,000 cubic feet? In case the General 
rovernment should improve the same shall it be 

capable of receiving a flow of 600,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute, and if so must said channel be 
made of that capacity within one year from time 
the — Government begins or completes said 
wor 

4, Does the law contemplate one main out- 
let for the district which shall be of the full 
capacity and dimensions prescribed, and that 
such outlet shall be made of eaid capacity and 
dimensions from the waters of Lake Michigan 
regardless of any adjuncts that may be within the 
district through which any water supply may be 
introduced into said outlet? 

5. Will the construction of any branch which 
may drain any territory outside the district 
and thereby introduce into the main chan- 
nel an additaonal supply of water in any way di- 
minish the requirements as to the main channel 
and the capacity and dimensions of same to the 
waters of Lake Michigan? 

A report of the Shovel day” exercises was 
read and 2,000 copies ordered printed.

FREED ON PAYING THE COSTS. 


The “Q” Road Treated Well by the Anti- 
Smoke Society. 

The weekly program at Justice Glennon’s 
court-room was varied yesterday afternoon by 
the appearance of the different railroad com- 
panies as defendants in smoke ordinance 
suits. Evidence had been collected against a 
number of railroad companies, especially 
against the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
by the agents of the Smoke Prevention Socie- 
ty, andthis railroad had an opportunity to 
explain its position as regards the agitation 
against the smoke nuisance. It was repre- 
sented by Attorney Dawes and Division Mas- 
ter Mechanic Smith. Suits were brought 
against seven different engines, most of which 
are used in the regular suburban service and 
are within the city limits moet of the time. 
Mr. Dawes adopted different tactics than have 
recently been used by the attorneys of defend- 
ants in smoke cases. He did not attempt to 
impeach the testimony of the prosecution, to 
question the validity of the summons, or to 
insinuate that the motives of the prosecuting 
society were not of the best. These have been 
the tactics adopted recently in anumber of 
cases, which have been appealed and cuntin- 
ued, and the attorney of the road apparently 
has reached the conclusion that they are of no 
particular value. He simply brought out the 
point that the road is in full accord with the 
movement against the production of smoke, 
and that his company is doing all in its power 
to equip its engines. He succeeded so well 
along this line of defense that even the Smoke 
Society officials were inclined to be lenient 
when it came to the matter of imposing tines, 
and tho Justice himself, after making the 
statement that Messrs. Dawes and Smith were 
the only white railroad men that had appeared 
so far in smoke cases, inflicted the minimum 
tine in each case and then agreed to suspend 
these fines on the payment of costs. 

Mr. Smith testified that fifty-four engines 
were assigned to the Chicago divislon. Of 
these forty-two are equipped with smoke con- 
sumers, thirty-six having the Western smoke 
preventer and the other six various forms of 
steam jets.‘ He also testified that he had strict 
orders to obey the smoke ordinances and to 
discharge and suspend engineers and firemen 
who were not careful in the use of their en- 
gines. Two men, he said, ‘have been dis- 
charged and t&ny number of men have been 
suspended. The attorney for the road tried 
to make the point that the road passes through 
asection not devoted to high class residences 
between the depot and Western avenue, and 
that its right of way was so wide that the 
smoke practically affects no one. The Justice 
held, however, there was a technical violation 
in all the cases. Three of the engines, on ac- 
count of which suits were brought, are 
engines used on the Galesburg division, and it 
was developed from the testimony that the 
railroad company does not intend to equip 
any engines but those used strictly inside the 
city limits. The Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad company, it is said, takes a much 
wider view of the question, and is equipping 
all of its passenger service engines with the 
Walker smoke preventing device. This is be- 
ing done for the comfort of its passengers, as 
well as to obey tok city ordinances, - the 
company expects to make something of a card 
of this i in its through passenger service. 

A sort of anonymous rumor was published 
in amorning paper to the effect that a peti- 
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tion is in circulation asking for the removal 
of certain officers of the ety for Smoke 
Prevention, alleging favoritism in recom- 
mendations of smoke consuming devices, 
Bryan Lathrop, speaking for the directors, 
clearly defined the attitude of the board to- 
ward the working officers and toward manu- 
facturers of smoke preventing devices. 

„When the Society for the Prevention of 
Sméke was first sta the directors saw 
clearly that it would be necessary to recom. 
mend various smoke devices to offenders 
against the smoke ordinances of the city,” 
said he. They saw that if devices were not 
recommended it would take the society ten 
years todo what might be done in two years. 
They saw, also, that if the policy was pursued 
of recommending devices there would be some 
devices which could not be recommended 
conscientiously by the society. It fol- 
lowed, as a matter of course, that 
both directors and officers of the society 
would be abused by men interested in useless 
and ineffective smoke devices, The directors 
and the officers went into the business of 
smoke prevention with their eyes open to the 
fact that they were sure to meet personal 
abuse before the nuisanee was abolished. 
Every step which has been taken by the em- 
ployés of the society has been taken with the 
full knowledge and approyal of tne Board of 
Directors, and not one thing has been done 
which has not received thé direct sanction of 
the directors. Any criticism, therefore, which 
is made of the employés must be made also of 
the directors. The Board of Directors, indi- 
vidually and collectivelv, have absolute conti- 
dence in tne integrity and ability of the Sec- 
retary and of the Consulting Et gineer. To 
these two officers has recently been added a 
third, the attorney of the society, Rudolph 
Matz, so that the directors feel that they have 
now three efficient and upright officials work- 
ing in the society’s employ. 

„Regarding the statement that the down- 
draft furnace has been recommended by the 
society to the exclusion of other devices, it 
may be said that recently a clerk went over 
all the 500 and more reports of smoke offend- 
ers which the society has made and tabulated 
these recommendations. It was found that 
there were several furnaces aud smoke devices 
which had been recommended more times 
than had the down-draft furnace. ‘The socie- 
ty’s letter books are open for any one’s inspec- 
tion in order that this statement may be veri- 
fied. If any charges against any one of the 
employés ot this society are made from any 
reputable source, or from any source which 
entitles them to consideration, the directors 
are perfectly willing to hear and investigate 
those charges.“ 

Miles Barry, the owner of the tug J. Miner, 
was fined $50 and costs in Justice Glennon’s 
Court yesterday for an offense against the 
smoke ordinance committed Aug. 29. There 
was no defense made in his case. 


DISHONEST ASSAULT ON GOV, FIFER.

But in fact Gov. Fifer had nothing to do with 
this legal bastard. One of its fathers was the 
President of the JUinois Staats-Zeitung company, 
our tried old reformer,” A. C. Hesing. He was 
one of the committee of two ladies and eleven 
gentlemen who fathered the law that created so 
much trouble. 

It has been stated that the bill drawn under the 
auspices of this committee did not contain any 
point objectionable to the German church people, 
and that only the bad Dr. Edw: ds, doctored all 
the objectionable features into tue bill. But this 
statement is one of the many election lies circu- 
lated by the Democratic press for the purpose of 
deceiving the voters, 

Part of Sec. 1 of the original Sundelius bill reads 
as follows: 

That every parent or other person having under 
his controla child between the ages of 7 and 14 
years shall annually cause such child to attend some 
9 or private day school in the city, town. or 

istrict in which he resides for a ported not less 
than twelve weeks in each year, etc. 

Here it is ordained that the children of church 
members must visit a school in their district, and 
to this many citizens objected for the reason that 
the German churches did not have schools in 
every district, and that therefore the children of 
more than one public school district attended the 
same parochial school. And this the Sundelius 
bill prohibited even in its original conception. 

In the second and fifth sections the power of 
the State over the parochial schools is asserted. 
Sec. 5 reads as follows: 

No school shall be regarded as a school under this 
act unless there shall be taught therein. as a part of 
the elementary education of children. writing, arith- 
metic, and geography in the English language. 

The German parochial schools of Chicago teach 
English reading and writing, arithmetic, history, 
and geography of the United States and of Great 
Britain in English, German reading and writing, 
history. and geography of the European con- 
tinent and religion in German. They are doing 
more than the Sundelius law demands, but they 
object against the supervision of State officers 
over schools, for the maintenance of which the 
State does not pay. 

The Sundelias bill (partly fathered by Mr. A. C. 
Hesing) contained therefore two points very ob- 
jectionable to the German church people, and it 
is very unbecoming for Mr. Hesing’s paper to hold 
Mr. Fifer for Mr. Hesing’s doings responsible, 
when the Governor had nothing to do with the 
origination of the law. And it is not less unjust 
when the Staats-Zeitung accuses the Governor of 
undue haste in signing the bill.“ 

After it had passed both Houses practically 
unanimously Gov. Fifer intended to read it care- 
fully, but a committee of Chicago citizens de- 
manded the immediate signature. The loudest 
talker of this committee was Wash Hesing, who 
pretends that he is the editor-in-chief of the 
Staats-Zeitung. 

Mr. Wash Hesing and Judge Pendergast 
(two prominent Democrats) pressed the Goveruor 
to sign the bill without delay. They claimed it 
as the purpose of the law to take the children 
from the streets to the schools. The bill had been 
carefully investigated and both parties had 
agreed upon it. The signing of the bill, being a 
matter of form under the circumstances, should 
not be delayed, so that the committee could take 
the next train and bring the joyful message to 
Chicago, and Gov. Fifer yielded to the pressure. 

The two principal stockholders of the IJilinois 
Staats-Zeitung, who direct the course of that 
paper, are responsible for the originating of the 
present school law and for the prompt signing of 
it. They may consider themselves very smart 
when they, in their sheet,try to make Gov. 
Fifer the scapegoat of their own doings, but the 
mass of honest voters will look upon such act as 
a dishonest one, and they will certainly sympa- 
‘thize much more with Gov. Fifer, who is treated 
with such perfidity, than with the Messrs. Hesing 
and the Jilinois Staats-Zeitung. 


TINY NEW SATELLITE OF JUPITER, 


The One Discovered by Prof. Barnard Not 
Over 100 Miles in Diameter. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 14.—[Special. ]— 
The astronomers on Mount Hamilton have 
been busy for the last three days studying the 
new satellite of Jupiter, discovered Friday 
night by Prof. Barnard. Friday is the pro- 
fessor’s night with the big telescope, and al- 
though he had no reason to suspect an inner 
satellite of such insignificant dimensions he 
looked specially for unknown moons of the 
giant planet, with the startling success al- 
ready known. Later investigations have 
shown that Prof. Barnard’s Jovian satellite re- 
volves in a period of 11 hours 59 minutes. 
From the amount of light reflected 
by this tiny moon he states that it is not more 
than 100 miles in diameter and probably less. 
It is so close to the primary that the greatest 
possible distance trom the edge of Jupiter at 
which the satellite may be observed is about 
two-thirds the diameter of the planet. Prof. 
Barnard said that the new satellite is as faint 
as the thirteenth star magnitude and probably 
less. In the great Lick refractor it appears 
as an exceedingly tiny star in rapid 
motion. The movement was clearly exhibited 
in the successive micrometer measurements. 
One curious feature was apparent in the study 
of this fifth Jovian moon. The period is so 
nearly one half a solar day that for months at 
atime only elongation is visible at any one 
place. At present only the eastern elongation 
can be seen in the United States, since the 
western elongation takes place during day- 
light. At the European observatories the 
reverse is the case. According to the dis- 
coverer the new moon is much more 
difficult to observe than the two satellites of 
Mars. These can be seen with ordinary tele- 
scopes during a favorable opposition, but the 
Jovian attendant can at the best be seen only 
with the thirty-inch Pulkovd telescope, the 
thirty-inch at Nice, the twenty-eight-inch at 
Vienna, and possibly, under favorable aus- 
pices, by the twenty-six-inch refractor at the 
Washington Naval Observatory. The new 
satellite was observed Friday and Saturda 
nights, and the truth of the facts above stated 
is now beyond all question.

CMOAGO. Sept. 14.— [Editor of The Tribune.

Jam a protectionist in the fullest sense of the 
word, but after many — of study on the sub-

ave no hesitancy in declaring that I do not be- 
lieve it to bein favor of the genuine article of 
protection at 

The McKinley bill, of which we are all so proud 
as 1 has done exactly what we said it 
would, with one exception, and that exception is 
u fatal one. Jt has not benefited the workingmen, 
and the future yee illy for them. In this 
way: Protection has been extended to American 
industries to such an extent that the columns of 
THE TRIBUNE almost daily contain stories of hard 
times among the factories of Europe, many of 
them closing down and some making arrange- 
ments to move to America. This is all very nice; 
but when it is remembered that the McKinley bill 
omitted to place a tariff on immigration and that 
foreign labor is coming here at the rate of half a 
million souls a year any one, though he be not a 
statesman, can see that the supply of laborers 
will be—is now—greater than the demand, and 
consequently wages are bound to be uced 
from time to time by the very men whose capital 
is protected by our beloved tariff. 

lsay it is audacious in our party to go before 
the working people asking their suffrages when 
it fails to iuclude in its policy a feature which 
alone will afford protection for them. 

1 have spoken to some political lights about 
this and they all say: O. that’t Knownothing- 
ism. We couldn't afford to offend the foreign vot-

Disease Communicated by Vermin, 

CHICAGO. Sept. 14.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
Seeing in THe TRIBUNE the fact stated by your 
special correspondent at Hamburg that among 
those who buried the dead and handled the cloth- 
ing of the victims of the cholera and the forty 
doctors and 640 nurses and attendants of the hos- 
pital which he visited there bad been no fatal 
case of cholera, although hundreds, perhaps 
thousands of cholera patients had been treated in 
its wards, and also noticing that certain portions 
of the crews and immigrants on board ships at 
quarantine so far have been the only ones at- 
tacked by the disease, one naturally asks the 
question, Why is thich The answer I would sug- 
gest may be t the disease, among other ways, 
is communicated: through inoculation by vor- 
min, the unscientific names of which are bedbugs 
and the like, and may not these insects be the 
means of communicating some other diseases? 
This is plain language, but may it not be needed 
in some cases? Flies may be a cause of infection 
by alighting on food, but as the secretions of the 
stomach and other organs are usually destructive 
of bacteria there would seem to less danger 
from this source thay from the first-named, where 
the virus may be said to be injected hypodermic- 
ally and come in direct contact with the blood 
current without the intervention of the 
gastric juice to mitigate its ects. 
The apparent is not always the real, 
in this world, and there may be greater evils than 
rank odors from manure heaps and eating un- 
ripe fruit and vegetables. Witness the healthy 
condition of men who remove dead horses and 
other animals and prepare the parts for the 
processes which utilize the greater part of the 
carcass, Witness also the children I have known 
who during a season of cholera ate nearly all 
kinds of fruits from the time it was just formed 
until it dropped ripe from the trees and experi- 
enced no inconvenience. Let the authorities and 
the ladies who have taken in hand the municipal 
broom see that the streets and alleys are cleaned 
and all garbage removed. Continue to urge upon 
all the necessity of abating offensive odors and 
to refrain from eating decayea fruit and vege 
tables, to drink only boiled water—but let no one

ON SOUTH WATER STREET. 


A Generally Steady Set of Markets— Eggs 
a Little Higher—Fruits Plentiful. 

The street produce markets were devoid of special 
feature. with a good business scored at nearly re- 
cent prices.
